GOVERNMENT FIGURES AND FACTS. 


INTERESTING STATISTICS REGARDING REG- 
ISTERED PACKAGES—NEW RAILWAY MAIL- 
SERVICE ORDER—POSTMASTER JUDD OVER- 
WORKED—OTHER ITEMS. 

The report of the registry department of 
the Post-Office forthe year ending Dec. 81, 
1885, shows that during the year there were 
150,214 letters registered, 508,950 registered let- 
ters received for delivery, 40,089 received for 
distribution, 68,200 tnird and fourth class 
packages registered, 28,171 received for deliv- 
ery, 467,485 registered packages received for 
Chicago, 968,342 received in transit, 179,649 
made up and mailed, 30,029 through registered 
pouches received for Chicago, 5.361 ia transit, 
28.607 made up and hancied, making a total of 
2,475,047 articles bandied, against 2,349,481 
bandied in 1884, being an increase of 125.566 
pieces, or nearly 5% per cent. During the 
quarter ending Dec. 31, 1885, there were 65,548 
registered puckages bandied, against 54,854 
packages for the corresponding quarter in 
1884, being an increase of 10,694 packages, or 
19 1-5 per cent.

Undervaluations in New York Cer- 


Mr. Bland Thinks a Majority of the Coin- 
age Committee Favors Sil- 
ver Suspension. 


A Lengthy Decision Prepared in the Tele- 
phone Oases, and Soon to Be 
Made Public. 


Wasntnoror, D. C., Jan. 9.—[Special.}—The 
alleged undervaluations in the New York Cus- 
tom-House are certain to receive attention 
from Congress this session. This afternoon 
Assistant Secretary of the Treasury Fairchild 
held a conference with Senator Aldrich of 
Rhode Island regarding the bill the latter will 
introduce to remedy existing abuses. The bill 
ig not yet completed, and Mr. Fairchild made 
several suggestions which may be incorporated 
in it. The New York merchants are no more 
interested in the passage of such a measure 
than those of Chicago. In fact, leading West- 
ern importers have been the chief suf- 
ferers by the undervaluations. Besides 
aiming at rendering fraud much more 
diffcultthan under the present laws Senator 
Aldrich’s bill will seek to give the Government 
a better show than it gets now in cases of ap- 
pesis. There are now at the Port of New Tork 
about 2,300 cases in the United States Courts 
On appeals trom alleged wrongful classifica- 
tions of imported merchandise by customs ex- 
aminers and appraising officers. Many of 
these cases have been upon the docket for 
years, and they are constantly acoumulating. 
As often as similar cases are decided the Gov- 
ernment is uniformly defeated, and it is feared 
that when, if ever, the whole of the cases 
are decided, the Government will fail in most 
ofthem. When the Government is beaten in 
such cases it loses not only the lawful duties 
which would have been assessed and collected 
ifthe goods were properly classified in the 
first instance, but 6 per cent interest as well, 
the interest being computed upon the invoice 
value of the goods. That is, that while the 
Government can get only.8% or 4 per cent in- 
terest on its bonded obligations, when defeated 
in customs cases of tne character named 
it has to pay the thrifty importer 
his costs of suit, bis 6 per cent interest, and in 


been levied. This is one of the sharp schemes 
alleged to have been for a long time practiced 
atthe New York Custom-Aouse. The Treas- 
ury Department admits that it does not know 
the amounts involved in these 2,300 suits; but 
itruns upinto the millions of dollars, which 
the Government will have to refund. It now 
looks as though an effort would be made to es- 
tablish a special court or tribunal to try such 
cases as mentioned. 

The Tariff Commission, as the result of its 
investigations in 1882, recommended that a 
similar court be constituted. In Senator Alu- 
rich’s bill an effort will also be made to offset 
a decision rendered by Judge Blodgett during 
the last summer by which the Government 
was defeated in suits involving some twenty 
invoices, wherein the importers in the same 
invoices enumerated several articies, some of 
which were too bigh in price and others too 
low. Judge Blodgett by some means arrived 
at an average price. The Treasury off- 
cials are certain that his decision, from 
which no appeal bas been taken, cannot stand. 
While it is doubtful whether tnere will be any 
legislation at this session which will interfere 
with existing rates of duty, it is certain that a 
determined effort will be made to so amend the 
administrative features of existing laws as to 
prevent the frauds and undervalustions upon 
the customs now so prevalent at most of the 
large ports of entry in the country. It is to 
prevent any legisiation of a hostile kind that 
the New York importers, who are charged with 
crookedness, organized the lobby which is ex- 
pected to make its appearance in Washington 


soon. 

Mr. Fairchild, as Acting Secretary of the 
Treasury. bas appointed Special-Agents Mont- 
gomery and Tingica a committee to act in con- 
junction with Deputy-Collector Berry in mak- 
ing a thorough examination of the customs 
service at New York City. They are instructed 
to ascertain and report the number and com- 
pensation of employés and the methods of do- 
ing business, and to suggest such changes as 
will result in a reduction of expenses and in a 
simplification of the business methods. 

SILVER. 

Mr. Bland, Chairman of the House Commit- 
tee on Cvolnage, says: There are several 
members of the committee whom 1 do not 
know and whose opinions on the silver ques- 
tion I bave not definitiy ascertained, but from 
what I bave learned from trustworthy sources 
I am inciinea to think that the majority will 
favor a bill to suspend the coinage. There are 
some members who call themselves silver men 
who are in favor of suspension. I am not a sil- 
ver man of that class. But it will not matter so 
much what the commitiee does. The contest 
will have to be made in the House. Some kind 
of a bill will undoubtedly be reported upon the 
subject, and I think there can be no doubt that 
the majority of the House are against the sus- 
pension of the coinage.” Mr. Biand is very 
confident that the House will pass a bili in fa- 
vor of free coinage. He counts the committee 
as 7 to 6 in favor of suspension, and this is 
doubtless correct. 

London advices are to the effect that Amer- 
ican funds were depressed today, owing to the 
introduction of the joint resolution in the 
United States Senate yesterday by Mr. Eustis 
providing for the payment in silver dollars of 
the $10,000,000 embraced in Mr. Mauning’s re- 
cent call. 

The Savannah Cotton Exchange has appoint- 
ed a committee to petition Congress to discon- 
tinue the coinage of silver. 


THE TELEPIIONE CASBS. 

There is much speculation about the action 
of Secretary Lamar on the telephone cases. 
Patent Commissioner’ Montgomery is stil! 
away, and the decision will not be made public 
until he gets back, as he hus done much of the 
work in lookmg up the subject. It is known 
that the decision is quite eiaborate, but all 
efforts to get a hint of its nature have proved 
futile. Itis evident that the Bell people are 
very anxious, bat they are as much in the 
dark as other people. The finding of the Sec- 
retary of the Interior will probably be given 
out Tuesday. 

In the contest in the Patent Office between 
Escard and Drawbaugb to determine the ques- 
tion of priority of invention of the form of the 
telephone in use in the signal office, the ex- 
aminer bas decided Drawbaugh to be the prior 
inventor. 

INTERNATIONAL COPYRIGHT. 

There is promise of an active agitation in 
favor of internawonal copyright this season. 
The subject of an international copyright law 
has been sent from the Senate Judiciary Com- 
mittee to that on patents, which expects to 
give it careful study. Several prominent au- 
thors are to appear and give their views, and 
both sides will be given a bearing. James Rus- 
sell Lowell will be among the advocates of a 
stringent law.

THe money market was firm and un- 
changed. Sterling bills were steady, with a 
moderate supply. The New York stock 
market was quiet, but showed considerable 
strength.—-The Chicago wheat market was 
weak early with heavy selling, but turned 
later on the belief that the next statement of 
visible supply will show a material decrease. 
Other articles were dull, with little change 
in prices, and receipts were small as a conse- 
quence of the storm. As compared with 
Friday, pork and lard closed unchanged, 
meats 2}¢ cents higher, wheat , cent higher, 
corn and barley a shade firmer, oats and rye 
unchanged, and flaxseeds cent higher. 
The receipts of last week in this city ex- 
ceeded the shipments by about 83,000 bushels 
in wheat and 2,000 bushels in corn. The 
packing of this city since the beginning of 
the current season includes 1,774,000 hogs, 
Against 1,733,000 to the same time last year 
and 1,583,000 to do in 1884. 


Tue Pall Mall Gazette figures up the pre- 
cise effect of the extension of the franchise 
in the United Kingdom. The common idea, 
which was mere guesswork, was that it 
would add 2,000,000 of new voters. The 
number of registered electors in 1880 was 
8,088, 726, and is now 5,711,920, showing an 
increase of 2,673,194. This raises England 
from the fifth to the fourth place among Euro- 
pean countries in this respect. The percent- 
age of electors to population in France is 26.8, 
in Switzerland 22.5, in Germany 20.09, and 
in England 16.3. England thus is not yet as 
democratic as she might be, which leads 
the tle to ark: This interesting 
fact ls another instance of the advantage 
that it so often is in politics, that the thick- 
ness of the other end of a wedge is not 
alway visible at the time. Mr. Goschen and 
others were terribly nervous, as it was, at 
the prospect of adding 2,000,000 new voters 
to the rolls; they might have caught their 
death o' fright had they known that the 
number would be 8, 000, 000.“ 

A PRACTICAL TEST FOR SOCIAL- 
ISTIC DOCTRINES. 

The most ingenious and plausible uphold- 
ers of the Socialistic theory recognize that 
their doctrine eannot be brought into har- 
mony with human nature as it is, and hence 
they claim that a communal state of society 
would destroy the love of gain, extirpate 
selfishness as an incentive to exertion, and 
place civilization on a new basis. This as- 
sumption is opposed to all experience and 
reason, and idealistic theories alone support 
the claim that a revised code of property laws 
would change the nature of man and puta 


new face on the world. The Socialists can- 


not in reason expect that a question of. this 
kind will be determined by pure speculation. 
They have taken a position which puts on 
them the burden of proof, and instead ot 
threatening destruction and bloodshed they 
are bound to submit their rotions to a prac- 
tical test. Let them prove the quality of the 
tree by showing the world some of its fruits. 
This is a free country, and there is nothing 
to prevent any set of .men from laboring to- 
gether and sharing the fruits of their exer- 
tions incommon. Land is cheap, and in the 
homestead regions of the West may be had 
without price. In no quarter of the world is 
there such an opportunity for the believers 
in Socialism to engage in its practice without 
let or hindrance. If Chicago Socialists be- 
lieye their own doctrine why do they refuse 
to practice it and neglect a splendid oppor- 
tunity to put their theories into execution ? 
There are possibly 5.000 Socialistic fam- 
ilies in Chicago, and if they believe that 
property is robbery” why not go where 
there is no property and establish themselves 
in communal sucieties on the unplowed prai- 
ries of the West, where farms are to be had 
for the asking? Let them’ sell their proper- 
ty, such as they have, throw the proceeds 
into a fund to be controlled by trustees, mi- 
grate to the West, and share their aceumula- 
tions hereafter incommon. In this way they 
may begin at once to live according to their 
own convictions, and, in the course of fifteep 
or twenty years, can afford the world con- 
vincing proofs of what Socialism is in prac- 
tice. If the experiment comes up to their 
expectations they cannot fail to make con- 
verts rapidly, but it is preposterous for them 
to expect other men to believe in their doc- 
trines when they themselves refuse to put 
them in execution, although afforded an un- 
commonly geed Gpportunity. 

The advantages of establishing a communal 
society on a voluntary compact are manifest. 
It is not necessary for a small fraction of the 
community to undertake the hopeless task of 


exterminating the great body of non-beliey- 


ers, but by going off and forming an organ- 


| ization by themselves: they can begin at once 


to live as they think right and proper. Then, 
too, all discontented, ambitious, and disturb- 
ing spirits who might appear in the society 
from time to time could be ejected from the 
community instead of being permitted to re- 
main there to vex its peace. Indeed, all such 
persons would be prompted by ambition or 
the hope of gain to desert the community 
and engage in the eager compétition of the 
world outside. The discontented, the rest- 
less, and ambitious would secede, leaving the 
society homogeneous and harmonious. Thus 
a voluntary Socialistic society could be 
formed without trouble. Its existence ought 
to be continued if sych a thing is possible. 
With the doof open to form communal so- 
cieties under favorable auspices, the Social- 


of establishing the new system by force and 
against the will of the majority. Individual 
liberty is the dearest birthright of American 
citizens; and the right to the pursuit ot 
happiness in one's own way is enumerated 
in the Declaration of Independence among 
the inalienable rights” of mankind. Com- 
munism contemplates a reconstraction of 
primary and fundamental ideas of govern- 
ment, including a revision of the catalog of 
rights incorporated in every Anglo-Saxon 
Constitution. Before the Socialists compel 
modern society to abandon present notions of 
individual liberty and accept in its place a 
scheme of collective wisdom and authority, 
in accordance with which the mass is to be 


better than the units that compose it, we 


ists ought to see that it is chimerical to think 


should like to see the theory put to the test 
in practice, 

How could it be done without extirpating 
all the ambitious members of society not 
willing to work fora common share? Such 
characters would be certain to reappear in 
every generation, and a constant effort would 
be required to subdue them. But a volun- 
tary Socialistic organization composed only of 
believers would slough off all discordant ele- 
ments into the surrounding community and 
could exist under the most favorable circum- 
stances possible for such a society. If a 
theory which has proved delusive from the 
time of the Spartans to the present can ever 
be put into execution this is the way to do it, 
and it is hard to see why sincere Socialists do 
not avail themselves of the opportunity to 
establish societies in the West, where land is 
cheap and all the surrotndings auspicious. 
If Socialism can change the nature of man 
the opportunity to demonstrate the fact is 
open. 8 


ELECTION-LAW FACTS AND THHO- 
RIBS. - | 

Horace Greeley once remarked of a certain 
judicial opinion that it must certainly be 
good law as it was unquestionably very poor 
sense, and this appears to be the theory on 
which the hired enemies of election reform 
based the principal arguments recently ad- 
dressed by them to the Supreme Court. For 
instance, they contended that to require reg- 
istration as a prerequisit to voting would tend 
to deprive many electors of the suffrage, 
although every man of common sense knows 


— 


with much less trouble than at present. 
Everybody can appreciate the advantage of 
registering only once in four years instead 
of eight or ten times. At present a voter 
must register before every election to be sure 
that his name is on the list, and failing to do 
so must present himself at the polls with an 
affidavit and a witness to swear in his vote. 
It is a matter of common notoriety that 
thousands of voters refuse to take this trouble, 
except at the most iniportant elections, and 
the practical effect of the present law is to 
deprive them of their votes at least six or 
seven times in the course of four years. It 
will strike the average citizen as rather comic 
to argue that an amendment of the present 
law making registration good for four years 
will tend to disfranchise voters and cut down 
the poll. If such a theory can possibly be 
esteemed good law, it is unquestionably poor 
sense. 

Another argument against the City Elec- 
tion law rests on the same footing. It is as- 
serted that to appoint election officers from 
both the political parties would be to estab- 
lish unconstitutional partisan tests.“ and 
the recent imbecile ruling of the Michigan 
Supreme Court is adduced as conclusive on 
this proposition. The case before the Michi- 
gan court was this: ‘The perpetual Alder- 
men in Detroit regularly packed the Election 
Boards in certain districts with creatures of 
their own selection and allowed the other 
party no representation, thus making a most 
glaring partisan test and giv their own 
party henehmen exclusive control of the 
machinery of elections.. A law was adopted 
providing that thereafter both parties should 
have representation on the Election Boards, 
and this statute was set aside on the ground 
that it established a partisan test. The 
Judges had no objection to the old statute, 
under which the control of elections was 
given exclusively to one party, but when it 
was proposed to allow both parties repre- 
sentation on the Election Boards the court 
thought the liberties of the people endan- 
gered by such “partisan tests”! Such an 
opinion represents neither sense nor law. 

After the mature consideration which the 
Illinois Judges have been able to give the 
new Election law they ought not to be mis- 
led into imitating the foolishness of the 
Michigan court or the degraded partisanship 
of the Ohio tribunal. There are at least 
twenty authoritative cases which flatly con- 
tradict the Ohio and Michigan rulings. The 
City Election law is founded on the New 
York statute, which was advocated by such 
lawyers as Tilden, Evarts, Porter, and 
O' Conor, and has been sustained by the 
courts. It was this law which drove out 
Tweedism and gave New York City the best 
election system in the country. In some re- 
spects the Illinois statute is an improvement 
on the New York law, and if sustained by 
the Supreme Court it will root out Mackin- 
ism and restore to the people fair elections, 
full ballots, and honest counts. They de- 
mand it, not as a convenience, but as a neces- 


sity. 


THE BLIZZARD. 

For thermometrical extremes and meteoro- 
logical variety, the inaugural blizzard of 1886 
fairly beats the record, and it is a matter for 
loeal pride that the blizzard is a Westerner, 
not having been heard from much east of 
Cincinnati. It seems to have reached its 
highest intensity along the line of the North- 
ern Pacific Road in Montana and Dakota, 
where the wind blew a gale and the ther- 
mometer marked from 25° to 87° below. In 
Minnesota it ranged from 15° to 25° below. 
In some parts of Nebraska, also, it touched 
30° below. In this State its violence was 
somewhat mitigated, as well as in Iowa, 11° 
below being the lowest figure reached in the 
former and 20° below in the. latter, In In- 
diana and Wisconsin the blizzard was re- 
duced to the dimensions of an average snow- 
storm, while in Ohioa few inches of snow 
fell and the temperature was shivery. The 
most remarkable feature of the storm was its 
effect in the South, which, for the first time 
in the memory of the oldest inhabi- 
tant,” secured a taste of Northern winter 
weather. Poor old St. Louis had to brace 
up for once against the frigid blasts, not- 
withstanding the mitigating effects of the 
branch agency of hell which Sam Jones de- 
clares has been opened there. In Arkansas 
the thermometer reached 4° below. in 
Louisiana, throughout the sugar belt, it fell 
to an average of from 1° to 12° above, and in 
one locality in Texas the cowboys were 
astonished to find it 4° below. The area of 
dow thermometer seems to have extended 
through the entire range of Southern States, 
round the coast from Texas to Maryland, ac- 
companied by more snow than the people 
have seen there for years. 

The old year went out like alamb Dur- 
ing November and December sections of 
spring seemed to have been mixed up with 

} winter, and sanguine people anticipated an 
open season, thoughtless of the fact that the 
clerk ot the weather usually has about the 
same amount of snow to shake down every 
year and the same number of blizzards to un- 
cork. Sometimes he begins early, some- 
times late, but he manages, before the fiow- 
ers come, to get in his work and make up 
for lost time. At the East the balmy spring 
days have played havoc. The mild tempera- 
ture on shore was offset by tempestuous 
at sea, resulting in numerous 

teks. ‘The ice in the New England rivers 

i$ get free and started off to the sea, doing 
much damage on the way, while in Pennsyl- 
vania the Susquehanna and other rivers rose 
in their wrath and carried away bridges, 


wharves, lumber, and other property to the 
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value of several million dollars. As the cen- 
tre of the present storm is reported to be in 
the Ohio Valley and moving eastward, it is 
likely that thé East, in @ day or two, will 
not have to complain of spring weather and 
rain, but will have winter to its heart’s con- 
tent. 

Nature always brings its compefisations 
even i her violent moods. The blizzard of 
the last day or two has its balm. It has 
struck a blow at the ice-men. While they 
were contentedly reading of farmers plow- 
ing and gloating over ¢ prices for ice 
next summer Nature sent one of her blizzards 
and sowed an abundaut crop for them. She 
is making a large abundant harvest of 
crystal all over the North. She has roused 
the lumbermen also their slough of 
despond and sent them snow in abund- 
ance for their work. The cold, stinging 
blasts will also get in their work on the 
bacilli and other small deer which were in- 
fecting the community with diphtheria and 
fevers and swelling the doctors’ bills. Thus 
blessings come with the blizzards, and philo- 
sophie souls will de content. There is no 
room for grumbling. Since winter came in 
we have had every variety of weather, and 
the most fastidious ought to be satisfied. 


THE AMERICAN OPERA, 

The first week of the season of American 
opera in New York under the judicious 
leadership of Mr. Theodore Thomas seems to 
have been a successful one in a financial 
sense and to have reached a higher degree of 
musieal suctess than the friends of the 


that under the new law ballots. can be cast Venture dared to hope, considering the diffi- 


culty of obtaining American artists for the 
principal parts. It is characteristic of Mr. 
Tuomas that he made the performancas stand 
upon their merits, so as to afford a fair basis 
for criticism, and that, with one or two ex- 
ceptions, they were judged upon their merits. 
There were no high-sounding announce- 
ments, no sensational advance notices, no 
promises of any kind from the management. 
The New York Evening Post says editort- 
ally: »The projectors of the undertaking 
gave an admirable proof of the sincerity of 
their purpose in the character of their first 
night’s work. There was no clap-trap and 
no attempt to score a cheap ‘popular’ suc- 
cess. The management had other works in 
their repertory much more likely to make a 
‘hit’ than the one chosen, but they wisely 
preferred, to set their standard first and then 
show the resources of their company after- 
ward.“ W 

The two works of the week were the 
comic opera, Taming of the Shrew,”’ by 
Goetz, a student in the Wagner school, and 
the stately old opera, Orpheus,” by Glick, 
in which it is pleasant to know that one ot 
our Chicago singers, Mme. Hastreiter, made 
a pronounced success in the title role. The 
performance of these operas was essentially 
American in character. Americans took the 
leading parts. The chorus and ballet are 
American. Mr. Thomas and his splendid 
orchestra may surely be claimed as Ameri- 
cans, The scenery was prepared by Ameri- 
can artists and the operas were sung in our 
own language. All was American except 
the operas, and it is needless to say that 
American operas would be produced if there 
were any that reached a standard worth 
producing: or that would prove accept 
able to American audiences, The Ameri- 
ean repertory is appaliingly bare. Mr. 
Fry’s' Leonore made some § siccess 
thirty or forty years ago, and it 
might be worth while to venture a reproduc- 
tion of it as well as of Bristow's Rip Van 
Winkle,” but beyond these two, which are 
bare possibilities, and Mr. Eichberg's Doc- 
tor of Alcantara,” which is very light, 
American opera composers have not pre- 
sented works whieh will pass the operatic- 
service examination: The result of the 
week, indeed, has been to show that at least 
America can give to opera-goers a conductor, 
a chorus, orchestra, and ballet superior to 
those they have been accustomed to have, 
and solo artists who, with the necessary ex- 
perience, will take high position in the 
operatic world. Such an experiment as this 
was well worth trying. 

The American opera season is a means to 
an end. Its object is not alone to furnish en- 
tertainment, but to prepare the way for the 
establishment of an American school of 
opera in which singers may be educated. 
This school is already projected and has 
money and determination behind it to make 
it succeed. The material is plenty. The 
Pattis, Carys, Albanis, Kelloggs, Nevadas, 
Haucks, and Van Zandts are by no means 
exhausted. What is wanted is education to 
bring out the latent talent, and there is no 
reason why thateeducation should not be had 
here. Tins has long been a pet project with 
Mr. Thomas, and it is now in a fair way for 
fulfillment. There is no reason why prom- 
ising singers should be compelled to go to 
Europe to study. Good teachers cau and 
will be brought here, and the chances for 
success will thus be hightened. Another 
object of the new American school of music 
will be to encourage American composition 
of opera. England, France, Germany, Italy, 
and Russia have their distinctive schools of 
opera. Why not America? Here at least 
will be the opportunity for a trial and the 
time is auspicious, for Italian opera, which 
has previously monopolized the stage, is now 
in its decadence, Local patriotism, there- 
fore, should give the new project hearty sup- 
port. Next spring the American troupe will 
be here and Chicago will unquestionably 
give ita warm welcome, After its winter’s 
rehearsing in New York, we may auticipate 
very finished performances.

Some of the men in commereial circles who 
are always trying to look ahead thought out 
the idea yesterday that the present cold wave 
will prove fatal to the winter-wheat crop of 
the United States this year. It is probably 
a mistake. The weather is very bad for 
human beings, and it is not unlikely that the 
low temperature in the South has ruined the 
fruit crop of that section. But the winter- 
wheat fields appear to be mostly covered with 
snow, which forms a good protection to the 
plant. It used to be sufficient in the olden 
times of very severe winters, when broadcast 
sowing was the rule, a process Which left 
much of the seed very near the surface, but 
the methods of the present day place the 
seed uniformly ata depth great enough to 
permit its preservation through the winter 
months, unless when the ground is frozen 
bare, and especially when sheeted with ice, 
which is not the case now. The greatest 
peril to the wheat crop comes at a much 
later date in the season than the end of the 
first week in January. 


Tux pork-packing returns from the prin- 
cipal points in the West indicate that the 
aggregate work of the last ten weeks Is 
about 200,000 head greater than that for the 
corresponding time a year @go. But the 
comparative record 1s losing at a rather rapid 
rate, and there is some reason to think that 
the end of the four months’ season will show 
little if any increase. The movement of 
hogs has been very light. during the last 
three weeks and the average weight is fall- 
ing off, which fact is generally looked upon 


as a sign thatthe supply is early used up. 
Ot ours te prema cok ier is a bar 
to activity in pping hogs, but the scanti- 


ness referred to degan befor e, the cold 
time set in. The arrivals are 80 
far from adeguate to the capa- 
city of the trade here that only about one in 
four of the packing-howes at the Union 
Stock-Yards-is runnimge u all, This fact 
does not, however, imply my scantiness of 
material. On the contrary, our storehouses 
are pretty well filled with stuff, and it is dif- 
ficult to guess what would be done with it all 
if the last two weeks ot the season should 
witness as big a piling up of stocks asdid 
the first two. The market for provisions bas 
recently suffered almost as much from a 
plethora of stocks on hand as the wheat 
niarket has done. We remark’ that the low 
prices being paid for hogs do not encourage to 
much extra exertion in fattening them for 
market, in spite of the fact that corn is also 
cheap,

ur to these three coincidences—ali of which 
depend on the one fact that Easter Sunday will 
oceur this year the 26th of April, that being 
the latest date at whieb it can possibly happen 
without changing the rule now in force for fix- 
ing the date of Gaster. It happens so because 
the full moon of March will occur with us 
about 10 o’olock in the night of the 19th; being 
not far from twelve bours before the time of 
the vernal equinox. Hence the full moon of 
April must be taken for the guide, and as that 
falis on Sunday, the 16th, Baster is fixed for 


‘the next foliowing Sunday. 


The fact that the same coincidence occurred 
in the year 1784, and that the world did not 
come to an end mon, ought to be accepted as 
sufficient proof that there is no ground for 

m. This bas been said before, but thore is 
an @xplavation of the verse which, so far as 
we are aware, has not previously been given. 
It is that the word monde is a misreading 
ot“ mont,” which word was used by the writer 
of the lines in the seuse of “heap.” If we 
remember that April 25 is the latest date on 
which Easter can fall, as tilustvated by the 
above noted count for this year n 
is not dificult to suppose it probable 
that the author of the quatrain sim- 
ply intended to put im a form easy to 
be remembered the following information: 
“With the coincidence note the beap, or lot, 
of days over which the date of Easter Sunday 
can range is exhausted, and the count begins 
over again. The blunder was an easy one to 
make, especially in the days when otherwise 
inteHigent people believed in witehcraft and 
omens, and very few understood the rule for 
fixing the date of Baster. (A great many do 
not know it now.) And such a bungie would 
be far from being without a parallel. There is 
some reason to think that tne little glass slip- 
per of tha story about Ciaderelia, instead of 
being a pantoufie de verre, was once spoken of 
as @ pantoufie de vair, the latter word being 
the old French name of a particular 
kind of fur. As a second instance 
we may note the word angel, which 
stood unquestioned for so many years in the 
last verse of the eighth chapter of the Reve- 
lations of St. John, instead of the eagle we 
now read of in the revised version and the 
“aguila”’ of the Vulgate. The sacred and the 
profane are alike open to the posajbility of 
such mistakes. Of course in regard to the 
lines lu question the error is of no importance 
other than as an addimonal instance of a good 
intention being perverted and made to mis- 
lead when it was expected to instruct.

AN OLD ORDINANCE REVIVED. 

A civil suit to recover $21 is in progress at 
Justice Russell's that involves a very nice 
question about the enforcement of a city 
ordinance chat has practically been a dead let- 
ter for a number of years. Albert Grevel of 
No. 122 Blue Island avenue isa bread peddler, 
and be sues George Dabin, a groceryman at 
No. 682 Centre avenue, for certain bread de- 
livered during December. Dabin's attorney 
took advantage ot Sec, 964 of the municipal 
code, which provides that all loaves of bread 
made in the city shall weigh one and a half, 
two, and three pounds each, according to 
price, and be stamped with the initiais of the 
maker. He alleges that none of the loaves de- 
livered by Grevel weighed over a pound, 
nor were they stamped, and made 
the paint that he could not re 
cover for bread made in violation of law. 
The Justice concurred in this view, but with- 
beid bis decision in order to aliow the atturney 
for the plaintiff to bring in some autborities 
showing a reverse opinion. The court-room 
was full of bakers, bread peddlers, and r: tailers 
who nad an interest in the outcome, and there 
will be a jong litigation if Grevel cannot re- 
cover for his loaves. 


THE BOXMAEERS. 

Even the policemen on guard at Maxwell 
Brothers’ factory were at a loss how to pass 
the time yesterday. Some gathered in Max- 
well’s office and others at Lang's, across the 
way, where tobacco in every shape was freely 
used and where fish-stories and politics were 
the order of the day.

DEARBORN PARK. 

The people who want to divide Dearborn 
Park between the Pubiic Library, the Soldiers’ 
Home, and the Academy of Design have gone 
so far as to prepare plans for a building to be 
occupied in common by the three instituvons. 
Messrs. Adier & Sullivan made the plans of the 
contemplated hall. It was to seat 4,000 or 
5,000 people, with a stage whereon a chorus of 
800 or 1,000 could appear. The stage was to be 
sixty feet deep by 120 
the opening beimg sixty 
wings of thirty feet 
side. Two galleries were planned and a large 
foyer, with art rooms opening off. The space 
not occupied by the hall, 132x162 feet, was to 
be used by the library as well, as the second 
fioor, making 36,000 square feet for library 
purposes. The space above the second floor 
would be utilized by the Grand Army, the 
Loyal Legion, Academy of Design, and other 
public associations requiring quarters. The 
northern portion of the building, extending to 
within 132 feet of Washington street, was to be 
given to the auditorium, the plan being to 
place the hail in the centre of the ground, 
leaving a thirty-foot corridor on ail sides, with 
numerous exits. 

A million dollars is the estimated cost, and 
the projectors realize that such a sum could 
never be raised by donations. A pian whereby 
the building would yield about 4 per cent on 
invested capital is favored by the porsons in- 
terested. The project has not advanced be- 
yond this mere outiine, but the grant of the 
land is being worked for in Congress, with 
some chance for its successful accomplish- 
ment. 

BROUGHT BACK TO LITE. 

A week ago Mrs. Pruin, wife of Charies P. 
Pruin, a druggist of Oak Park, was to all ap- 
pearances dead, and two physicians who had 
been attending ber for fever incident to cbiid- 
birth were satisfied of the fact. Her breath- 
ing had ceased and the pulse was gone, but the 
husband refused to believe it. He placed his 
ear at her chest, and insisted that there was a 
gentie throb. He began to pioduce an arti- 
ficial respiration by working the armsof the 
supposed corpse back and forth, pressing on 
the chest at the same time. The two doctors 
stood by and watched, making no effort to as- 
sist, but remonstrated with the husband 
for his persistency in the matter. He kept 
up his resuscitating movement, and in about 
five minutes was gratified, as the physicians 
were amazed, to see the wile slowly but sureiy 
revive. Life had not been wholly extinct and 
the attempt to induce respiration had Leen suc 
cessful. Mrs. Pruin is now comparatively re- 
stored to good bea:th and is up and about the 
bouse. Her apparent death is supposed to 
have been caused by the strong doses of mor- 
phine administered to relieve ber pain. Mr. 
Pruio says he bas made a study of anesthetics 
and their effects on the buman system, and de- 
clares that his labor and expense in so doing 
bas been repaid 10,000 times over, for by it be 
has brought back to life and happiness one 
who was dead. 


THE WALLACE PROPERTY. 

A meeting was to be held at No. 458 West 
Taylor street last night of persons interested 
in a movement started a little over two years 
ago by Mrs. Wallace in Cincinnati for the re- 
covery of a tract of land in New York City, to 
which Mrs. Wallace cla us to have a title. The 
ground is at present occupied by the Trinity 
Church building and adjoining houses. its 
value is est mated at about $4,000,000. At the 
meeting last night nothing wasdone. Eight mea 
and three women sat together for avout an 
bour and then went home, scarcely mentioning 
the matter they had come to const er. The 
documents which Mrs. Wallace claims estab- 
lish ter title to the land date back to a time 
when the ground was not worth much, and 
have been lying idie and forgotten until sbe 
accidentally discovered them about two years 
and a half ago. She set about making her ciaims 
public and soliciting assisiance in recovering 
what she considered ber prope ty. It was 
stated at the time that a dozen lawvers had ex- 
amined the papers and pronounced them gen- 
vine and in perfectorder. Meetings were held 
in nearly all che large cities and societies or- 
ganized. Contributions were raised, each con- 
tributor receiving a certificate entitling him 
to a proportionate shure in whatever might be 
obtained of the propert The money was 
used to retain a lawyer. Charles Biackburn of 
Cinginoati was first employed and went to New 
York to investigate. A suit was instituted and 
a petition filed in a court about two years ago.

NEEDED REFORMS. 
CITY-ATTORNEY WASHBURNE’S NEW ORDI- 

NANCES FIXING THE METHOD OF WORE 

IN THE POLICE COURTS. . 

At the meeting of the City Council tomorrow 
evening there will be introduced a series of 
new ordimances proposed by City-Attorney 
Washburne for the better regulation of the 
business of the police courts. The object of 
the new ordinances ig to put an end to the 
looseness and irregularities which have been 
shown to exist in at least one of the police 
courts: Firstly, by providmg for the proper 
keeping and checking of the records and the 
cash receipts; secondly, by giving the Control- 
ler power to suspend derelict clerks and 
bailiffs, and making it compulsory on him to 
suspend such officials when there is a con- 
tinued or manifest disregard of the law; 
thirdly, by providing such restrictions 
in the matter of bail as shall put 
an end to the business of the 
straw bailsman and cut the profits out of the 
business of the professioual bailsman, whether 
straw or otherwise—thereby preventing the 
systematic biackmailing of unfortunates by 
saioonkeeping harpies who stand in with the 
gang, as is the case at present; and fourthly, 
by bolding the proper officials directly and 
personally responsible for the enforcement of 
the laws and the penaities thereto attached. 
The City Attorney, in constructing these new 
ordinances, has consulted with various Justices, 
clerks, and other officials or ex-oflicials who 
bave a knowledge of the practical working of 
the business, and believes that the passage of 
these ordinances iu their present form is ab- 
solutely necessary in order to reform existing 
irregularities anc prevent similar irregulari- 
ties in the future, 

The first cbange of importance relates to the 
duties of the Police Justice, compelling him at 
the close of each day's business to seal bis sheets 
in an envelope and send them to the Controller. 
The new rule is intended to prevent the sbeets 
being tampered with. as well as to let the Con- 
troller have them for the purpose of checking 
the olerk's and bailiff's accounts. The next 
amendment provides for an increase in the 
bonds given by clerks and bailiffs, and, con- 
nected wiih this, it is proposed to increase the 
salaries of these officers from 50 to 80 per cent. 
Apother new provision is that deputies, whetb- 
er acting as assistant clerks or bailiffs, should 
give bonds and be better paid. Seo. 
1.771 details the manner in which 
the duties of the clerk shall be performed, 
the principal change being that the clerk, 
instead of making out a report for the Con- 
troller, as has hitherto been the rule, sball turn 
in his original sheets as his actual report and 
shall swear to the same. This list. or report, 
beiug a duplicate of that kept by the Justice, 
will let the Controller see every case that has 
come up in court and the disposition of the 
same from af original record, instead of get- 
ting the information at second-hand as before. 

Sec. 1,777, as amended, gives the Cooatroiler 
the power to discharge the police court clerk. 
A new section makes it compulsory on the Cou- 
troller to have the court sheets compared and 
checked within a prescribed time. Then there 
are some sections treating of the duties of 
bailiffs. 

The next matter of importance is in the tak- 
ing of bonds. The new sections prescribe a 
form of bond to supersede the balt-cdozen or 
more different forms now in use, and provide 
specificaliy for the forfeiture of the bond in 
case of its non-!ulfillment, the enforcement of 
the forfeiture bemg thrown on the Law De- 
partment. 


SUBURBAN. 
HYDE PARK. 

The prospects for the erection of a large and 
handsome boat-bouse on the village park at 
the foot of Fifty-firet street are good. Last 
tall one of the heavy storms destroyed twenty 
boat-houses in Morgan's breakwater and 
along the shore.

What we shall soon be discussing is not home 
rule, but disfranchisement; not concession, but 
coercion; not establishing county boards, but a 
desperate attempt to throw Ireland into a huge 
jail. Which is it to be? It all turns upon one 
question. Will the Irish pay a fair rent for their 
farms ora fair price for their land? If the Irish 
will not pay their landlords twenty shillings in the 
pound on the fair value of their property, then 
they must dispense not only with the hope of 
home rule, but any semblance of government by 
consent. They will be governed as Russia governs 
the Poles, and their invincibies will be crushed as 
the Czar bas crushed the Nibilists. 

Home rule has caused differences of opinion 
between Mr. Robinson, managet of the Dau 
News, and Mr. Frank Hill, who bas been its 
editor for sixteen years. The result was the 
retirement of the latter yesterday and the sub- 
stitution in his place of Mr. Henry W. Lucy, 
chief of the News parliamentary staff, and 
best known in America as the writer of E- 
sence of Pariiament” in Punch. The News and 
Truth are the only London papers sympathiz- 
ing with, if not backing up, Mr. Parnell. 

Mr. Parnell is spbinx-like to all. He holds 
next Monday in Dublin a secret caucus of the 
eighty-five men who are defending the Irish 
Thermopyle against coercion. Mr. Gladstone 
follows with a secret caucus the same day in 
London. Lord Salisbury bas one daily; but 
only when, if then, the Queen's address comes 
cau aught be even guessed at as to home-rule 
maneuvres. This only is certainly known—all 
England is affrigbtedly angry at the money- 
raising and sympaiby across the Atlantic. 

The Irish will probably lie quiet and afford 
the Tories no pretext for dissolution. They 
will wait for Mr. Gladstone to pick a quarrel 
with the Ministry on some non-Irish question 
which will compel a resignation but will not 
justify a dissolution, and then they will go in 
and give bim a majority. ries manoi- 
festiy want a rupture at the outset sufficient to 
justify dissolution, and the Irish will be 
extremely careful not to give it.

The position as regards Irish tenants 
would be that where they now pay’ £8,000,000

Much of the present Irish difficulty is 
due to the fact that events have been fatal to 
the judicial rents fixed a few years ago. The 
subsequent fall of prices has upset the whole 
theory of judicial rents. Under the new scheme 
it would be possible and necessary to let the 
new local authorities in Ireland have control of 
the police, which would have to be their own rent 
charge. The collectors of the Imperial Gov- 
ernment would retain a small police force of 
their own to enforce the collection of imperial 
taxes required for imperial purposes, imper ial 
laws relating to the freedom of commerce, 
transit. and other matters which would remain 
imperial as long as there is no separation. The 
Irish representation at Westminster ought to 
be reduced to something like the proportion of 
its contribution to the imperial revenues—that 


thirty-five out of 670 members. My reason for 
treating this briliiant idea at such lengtu is 
that it will become a centre for much highly 
important discussion. 

NOTES. 

Boycotting continues to increase throughout 
Ireland, defying the law and Laa lasse by 
great injustice. The National Land © bas 
clasped one of its octopus arms about the 
finances of Ireland and is likely to occasion ad- 
ditional wrong and inconvenience in this way. 
It is now dictating to the county banks, and 
threatens to boycott them if they do not obey 
its despotic commands. An instance in point 
is this: A farmer of County Kerry borrowed 
a sum of money from the bank. He delayed 
refunding it, and when he was pressed by the 
bank for payment he complaine4 to the local 
branch of the league. The bank demanded 
immediate payment intull, but a deputation 
of the league, beaded by a Roman Catholic 
priest, waited on the manager and offered one- 
half the borrowed money as settlement in full 
of the farmer’s account. So great is the ter- 
rorism exerted by this organization that the 
bank was forced to accept this proposal, and 
was thereby robbed of half the sum with which 
it had accommodated the dishonest farmer. 

The Earl of Carnarvon, Lord Lieutenant of 
Ireland, is confined to his bed. It is thought 
anxiety concerning the political situation and 
overwork are the principal causes of bis illness.

WHITE’S TERRIBLE CRIME. 


HE KILLED HIS FAMILY SUNDAY MORNING,

dered his two children Sunday morning, strik- 
ing them in the head with an ax, and killing Mrs.

No one 
remembers to have seen Mrs. White since Sun- 
day noon; the lamps were nearly full of oil, 
clean sheets lay on the bed as though for the 
purpose of arranging them for night, and 
little May had her Sunday dress on to at- 
tend Sabbath-school.

Loxpox, Jan. 9.— [Via Mackay- Bennett Ca- 
ble to The Tribune. ]—Sir Charles Dilke is domg 
bis utmost to prevent further publicity of the 
scandal in which he and Mrs. Crawford were 
the alleged culprits. With the approval of his 
bride, formerly Mrs. Mark Pattison, Sir 
Charles has decided not to appear in court to 
defend himself in the divorce suit in witich he 
is the corespondent. Mr. Crawford, however, 
refuses to allow any settlement of the case out 
of court, and the petition will be heard at the 
end of January. The judgment will almost 
certainly be adverse to Mrs. Crawford and Sir 
Charles Dilke, but bis absence from court will 
minimize the revelations, His most ardent 
wish now is that the matter may be speedily 
ended and forgotten, so that in the event of 
the Liberals returning to office he may be in- 
vited to a seat in the Cabinet. 

A BAD MARCHIONESS. 

Sir Bernard Burke of *“ Peerage” fame was 
two days ago furnished at the Hammersmith 
Police Court with a new chapter to his work, 
“ Vicissitudes of Families.“ The London 
Street Directory names No. 2 Sheffield street, 
in aristocratic Kensington, not far from 
Campden Hul, as the residence of the Mar- 
chioness of Westmeath. The Marquisate of 
Westmeath is extinct, but the Earidom still 
exists. Late Wednesday evening this Mar- 
chioness, who is as larky as the one who picked 
the mutton bone with Dick Swiveller, was ar- 
rested in High street, Notting Hill, for being 
drunk and disorderly and for flourishing a 
shilialah, which, when produced in court, she 
called ber wand. The magistrate fined her 
Bs. and 6d. Doubtiesa if she had been a bar- 
maid she would have ten days’ imprisonment. 
In 1858, as Maria Jarvis, the daughter of a 
Westmeath man, she married, as his second 
wife, the first and only Marquis of Westmeath, 
her predecessor having been the daughter of 
the first Marquis of Salisbury. Four years 
later, for gross misconduct, she was divorced 
from her noble husband, then 67 years old, she 
being 23. Nothing dismayed he married again, 
and then her divorced ladysbip married a 
young ne'er-do-well who was too pour when in 
court to sign a bond to keep the peace. She 
exists upon a fawily pension, and, not disdain- 
ing public houses or questionabie society, the 
Marchioness, as the Polſce Inspector said, does 
not allow utter loss of self-respect to come be- 
tween the wand and ber nobility. The family 
eolicitor in court said measures would now be 
taken toshut ber up in au asylum. 


FRENCH TRAGEDIES, 

A Paris dispatch says: Another mysterious 
murder has set people talking this week. The 
victim, a young woman who lived at La Roche 
Chalais, near Bordeaux, bad attracted the at- 
tention of her neighbors by ber oddities. She 
never went out and always seemed unhappy. 
Her only visitor was a man with a strange ro- 
semblance to the conventional figure of 
„Father Time.“ for be wore a long, white 
beard, and went about carrying a scythe. The 
other day he called and stayed longer than 
usual. Suddenly the neighbors were startled 
by acry and the sounds of a violent struggle. 
On breaking open the door the lodger was dis- 
covered lying in a pool of blood with her 
throat horribly gashed by the scythe. The 
murderer escaped during the confusion and 
bas not been heard of. Almost st the same 
time a tragedy occurred in Paris. A well-to- 
do banker’s clerk living in the Rue des Filles 
du Calvaire, near the Bastille, with his wife, 
went to bed a few nights ago, seemingly in his 
usual bealth and spirits. About 1:30 he awoke 
and called for some water. While his wife went 
into the kitchen to get it be put prussic acid 
into two glasses, concealing it with two lumps 
of sugar. Join me in a draught of sugar- 
water, my dear, said be, on his wife's return. 
Filling up the giasses, he swallowed his 
draught. The wife only topk 4 mouthful, The 
next moment he was a corpse and the other so 
Ul that the doctors despair of saving her. 


A CURSE TO EUROPE. 

Prince Charles III. of Monaco and the Jesuits 
had a quarrei recently, which bas resulted in 
the Jesuits being driven from the Prince’s do- 
minions. It seems that twenty years ago the 
Jesuits rented some property from the Prince 
and opened a convent and school, the latter 
being for the instruction of sons of Italian 
noblemen. Having built a handsome mansion 
at San Remo and removed the effects of the 
convent and the members of the order con- 
| nected therewith to that town because of the 

unenviable notoriety which Monte Carlo ob- 
tained through its gaming tables, the Jesuits 
asked the Prince to repay them thé sum of 
298,000 francs they had spent in improving the 
convent. This the Prince refused to do, and 
the Jesuits prosecuted him, whereupon he ex- 
pelled them from hisdominions. The subjects 
of the Prince have implored bim to rescind his 
order of expulsion, but he remains obdurate. 

[The international Monte Carlo Committee at 
Nice has sent to all the European Governments 
perhaps the most eloquent indictment of public 
gaming-tables that bas ever been written. It con- 
sists of a complete list of the suicides at Monte 
Carlo to the present time, and it bas been com- 
piled in the hope of bringing collective action to 
bear upon Prince Charles IIL of Monaco, in whose 
personal interest the gaming-tables are primarily 
kept going. The number of persons who, secing 
themselves face to face with ruin, have committed 
suicide upon the lonely rock “where,” in Lord 
Tennyson’s phrase, little Monaco basking 
smiles.“ during the last eight years is 1,820—a 
number equal to about one-fourth of Prince 
Charies’ subjects. The list states the name of 
each suicide, together with, in many cases, his let- 
ters of farewell. The major part of the victims 
were Italian, French, and Russian. One-tenth 
were Germans. English and American names are, 
happily. very few. Many of these poor creatures, 
itis asserted, were unceremoniously buried in pau- 
per graves. } 

THE QUEEN SAYS SHE WILL. 

There has been great excitement in London 
society for the last few weeks r the ques- 
tion whether the Queen would or would not 
open Parliament in person. The suspense was 
ended this afternoon by a dispatch which ber 
Majesty personally ordered to be sent to the 
Cable News stating that she would preside in 
semi-state at the first assembling of her Lords 
and Commoes. This is the first authentic an- 
nouncement that has been made of her Majes- 
ty’s intention. The Opening of Parliament 
will be the most gorgeous event witnessed at 
Westminster for many a year, and society and 
the tradesmen are delighted. 

THE STAGE. 

The Lyceum version of Faust has drawn 
out a number of adverse letters to the news- 
papers, one of tuem denouncing Mr. Irving's 
production as a desecration of Goethe, and as- 
serting that the poetry and, indeed, the mean- 
ing and essence of the original are lost or per- 
verted in the adaptation. The English adapter, 
Mr. Wills, replies that it is impossible to pro- 
sent Faust on the London stage in an un- 
altered condition, and that the scenes of the 
original work, if not freely adapted to the de- 
mands of the footlights, would degenerate into 
burlesque. 

Despite the hostile criticism which has as- 
sailed Mr. Barrymore's play, Nadjesda” 
draws crowded audiences, who testify their 
sympathy with Miss Rigi, as well as their ad- 
miration of the drama, by generous plaudits. 
The Era and other papers concur in the opin- 
ion that it is necessary to check the first-night 
biackguardism which has become a systematic 
thing. They favor the presence of the police 
at first nights in order to preserve the peace 
and arrest the malefactors.

A WEEK OF CAKES AND AL. 

A Berlin special says: This has been a week 
of enkes and ale.“ Amid the enthusiasm 
aroused by the national jubilee Berlin has little 
time for politics or business; but by tomorrow 
the last flags and lanterns will have been taken 
down. The promenade “Unter den Linden” 
will wear its usual aspect, and the silver wed- 
ding of König Wilhelm and the Prussian peo- 
ple will have gone to swell the pages of Ger- 
man history. The exuberant loyalty shown 
by his subjects has affected the good 
old Kaiser deeply. His eyes grow strange- 
ly moist when be looks at the addresses 
of congrat ulauou which cover the walls, desks, 
and tables of his private study. There are 
bundreds from every part of the Empire. 
Many are real works of art, admirably illumt- 
nated and in some cases embellished with 
gold and precious stones. But their in- 
trinsic value is their least merit in the 
Kaiser's eyes. He is more touched by a hum- 
bie message received from some poor, remote 
village than by all the costiy and pompous ad- 
dresses of great cities. Gustave Richter has 
just finished two capital haif-iength portraits 
of the Kaiser. Perbaps the best is one repre- 
senting the old monarch in a General's un- 
form. The painter has been very bappy in 
catching his model's expression of mingled en- 
ergy and benevolence. 

The excitement of fétmg the Kaiser did not 
prevent due bonor being paid to the memory 
of Moses Mendelssohn, the German Socrates. 
The centenary of his death the other day 
drew thousands to Dessau, which was his 
birthplace. Many who nad never read a line 
of his “Phaedon” felt grateful to him 
for having fathered the father of tite 
immortal composer. Sixteen members of 
the Mendelssohn 
tholdy families attended the celebration 
and made a pious pilgrimage to the littie cot- 
tage in which the philosopher was born. At a 
solemn service in the Dessau synagog the 
ru bi likened Mendelssohn to the great law- 
giver, while his namesakes, the banker mil- 
lionaires, paid him more solid homage by giving 
180,000 marks to the Berlin PY niversity and city 
poor to remember him by. 


A GENERAL BUDGET. 

„ Hypnotic kleptomasia”’ is the scientific 
name for a new disease which is likeiy to be- 
come fashionable in Paris. A woman tried 
shoplifting there this week and pleaded irre- 
sponsibility on the ground that the idea of 
theft was suggested to her by a malignant 
person with magnetic influence over her. Dr. 
Charcot and two other eminent doctors were 
called in and gave the magistrate such con- 
vincing evidence of the possibility of hypnotic 
suggestions that the woman was acquitted and 
removed to the Salpetriére Hospital, where Dr. 
Charcot intends to experiment on her. 

A curious story comes from Elsass, Ger- 
many. A grasping peasant who has grown 
tired of his wife went toa neighbor the other 
day and offered her for sale. After some 
haggling the bargain was struck and the wife 
was traded away forafat ox and 200 marks. 
The ox was sent round the same night, but on 
refiection the purchaser repen his bargain, 
and despite the indignant protests of the hus- 
band drove the beast home again. Finding 
himself thus again saddied with a helpmate, 
the peasant made the best of abad job and 
begged his wife’s pardon. She forgave him. 

The bumptuousness of Berlin officers is pro- 
verbial. They lord it as they like over the in- 
ferior civilians, and are thoroughly Irish in 
their eagerness to quarrel with any one who 
happens to tread on the tails of their coats. 
But the other night an officer who insulted a 
Jewish chemist in a café Unter den Linden 
caught aTartar. The civilian chalienged the 
aggressor.

The Blizzard Causes Two Frightful 
Railroad Accidents and Other 
Casualties. 


Plenty of Snow and a Below-Zero 
Temperature in the “Sunny 
South.” 


How Ohicagoans Took It—Trains and 
Mails Delayed All Over the 
Country. 


At 1 o'clock this morning the mercury 
reached 10° below zero, baving dropped over 
17° in seven hours and 6° in an hour and a halt, 
having stood at 7° above at 6 p. m. and at 4° 
below at 11:30p.m. At 2 a.m. the thermome- 
ter registered 124 below and at 8 a. m. 13%. 


A TERRIBLE ACCIDENT. 

READUNG, Pa., Jan. 9.—|Special.}—The Wil- 
mington & Northern Railroad train due here 
at 11 o’clock in the forenoon met with a terri- 
ble accident at Wilmington, Del., this morning. 
The train was made up of an engine, baggage- 
car, mail-car, and passenger coach. Last 
night's snow-storm caused the most serious 
block on the railroad tracks that has occurred 
for years, suspending travel for hours. About 
7:45 this morning the Wilmington & Northern 
train which leaves for Reading at 8 o'clock 
collided with two shifting engines that had 
been sentout from the station with snow- 
sweepers to clear the track. Both engines 
were running rapidly, and the Wilmington & 
Northern train was also under a good head of 
steam. Opposit the Harlan & Hollingsworth 
Company's tracks the engines and train came 
together with a terrific crash. The sweep- 
ing engines drove the pilot engine of the 
train into the baggage-car, telescoping the car 
for one-third of its length. 
the car was torn into fragments, the cab of the 
engine broken into pieces, the boiler fractured, 
and the machinery twisted into all shapes. On 
account of the biinding snow the engineers of 
the approaching trains were not aware of the 
danger until the collision occurred. Su 
tendent McCausland of the Wilmington & Nor- 
thern Railroad was on the train, but escaped 
with some bad bruises. The passenget-car 
was set on fire while men were imprisoned un- 
der the débris, and scalded and slowly roasted 
to death. Three bodies were taken out entirely 
unrecognizable. The fire department was 
called out and prevented the spread of the 
flames to other cars.

A GEORGIA DISASTER. 

BIRMINGHAM, Ala., Jan. 9.—(Special.]—Dur- 
ing the storm last night at 12 o'clock a terrible 
accident occurred on the Louisville & Nashville 
Railroad sixty miles north of this city. Freight- 
train No. 16, going north, was in two sections. 
The first section, in going down Sand Mount- 
ain, broke in two, Tom Harbin (engineer) saw 
the trouble and pullea out of the way at a good 
speed, but Conductor Harris, instead of letting 
his part of the train roll down the hill, stopped 
it right on the high bridge over Flint River, 
and in a few minutes section two came 
rushing down the hill and around a 
sharp curve. It was on the bridge before 
the engineer saw the caboose and freight-cars 
standing ahead of him. The collision caused 
the bridge, which is 120 feet high, to fall, car- 
rying down with it all of section 2 and that 
part of No. 1 which was standing on the bridge. 
John Johnston, fireman, and Sam Pulliam, 
brakeman, were instantly killed. William 
Johnston, engineer, George Young, conductor, 
and two negro brakemen were seriously in- 
jyured. Conductor Harris fell with the caboose, 
but swam ashore without being injured. 

Conductor Harris swam across the almost 
frozen river to flag the north-bound passenger 
train which was to come along in afew min- 
utes. 


OTHER FATALITIES. 

GALVESTON, Tex., Jan, 9.—An oyster man 
named Thomas Jefferson was found lying on 
the deck of his sloop this morning frozen to 
death. A negro boy was found below deck 
frozen fast to the wet bottom of the boat. He 
was alive, butstuck fast. The rescuers knocked 
the boy loose with a plank and he was thawed 
out. 

CLEVELAND, O., Jan. 9.—While the storm pre- 
vailed last nignt the lightning express on the 
Baltimore & Ohio Railroad ran into an open 
switch at Mark Centre, O., and collided with 
the caboose of a freight-train. Charies Moses, 
engineer of the express, was probably fatally 
injured. The fireman, whose name cannot be 
learned, had both legs broken. Several per- 
sons in the caboose were also badly shaken up. 
The freight-train was considerably wrecked, 
and the road has been blockaded all day.

Coast Results in Numerous 
Disasters. 


Several Small Ships Wrecked and 
Probably a Score of Sailors 


Drowned. 


Boats Go to the Rescue and Are Not | 
Heard from Again—The 4 
Missing. 


Boston, Mass., Jan. 9.—(Special.|—Deer 
Island was the scene of a sad disaster last 
night. The schooner Juliet of Ellsworth, Me., 
was running into Boston Harbor when the gale 
struck her. The snow-storm that followed 
completely shut out all signs of the land, and, 
judging the schooner to be close in, the Cap- 
tain let go bis anchor. The terrible sea and 
tremendous wind blowing caused the vessel to 
strain and plunge, and finally snapped the 
chains, and a moment later the schooner was 
driven on the rocks. In attempting to land 
the Captain, mate, and cook were drowned. 
One man was rescued, but in such an ex- 
hausted condition that his recovery seems 
doubtful. 

About 1 o'clock the steam-lighter Cairo, 
which was lying off the Boston elevator dock in 
South Boston, drifted from her moorings and 
floated over to Lowrie’s wharf, where she ran 
into the bark Hadyn Brown. The collision 
damaged the latter’s stern and also inflicted 
slight damages to the lighter. The latter was 
secured and made fast. 

Five powder boats which were anchored on 
the flats, Boston Harbor, the night of Jan. 8, 
parted chains about midnight and drifted over 
to South Boston. Damages reported moderate. 

The schooner Panama ot Plymouth parted 
her lines while lying at Pond's wharf, South 
Boston, and drifted into the end of the whart, 
where she had her stern badly stove. The tug- 
boat Glide took her in tow this forenoon, and 
she proceeded to East Boston, where repairs 
will be made. A steamer for Philadeiphia, re- 
ported as the Berks, is said to be ashore, 
Several disasters are reported along the coast.

N. M. LUDLOW, THE OLDEST ACTOR IN 
AMERICA, DIBS AT Sr. LOUIS—DR. JOHN 
DICKSON OF PITTSBURG AND FATHER 
DUNN OF WILKESBARRE—OTHER DEATHS. 
Sr. Louis, Mo., Jan. 8.—| Special. |—The vet- 

eran actor N. M. Ludiow died at his residence 

this morning. Thie news will not be unexpect- 
ed to those who have known of his poor health 

and his extreme age, tending well on toward 90. 
[The younger readers will remember him only as 

a venerabie and familiar figure, respected and con- 

siderately approached by the older ones, who re- 

called his ability in his profession. New Orleans and 

St. Louis were the scenes of his successes, and he 

had embodied his experience in a voiume of remi- 

niscences that is one of the best histories of the 

American stage. He was a member of the St. Louis 

Lodge of Elks. He was the oldest actor in Amer- 

ica, and was the first manager in St. Louis. He 

built Ludiow’s Theatre in 1852, on Third and Olive 
streets. For many years he was the best comedian 
in the West. His last appearance on the stage was 


im 1868, when he appeared as Dr. Pangloss in the

The 
snow from the roofs and ground was caught up 
in whirling driits that nearly blinded the un- 
lucky wayfarer, while the wind laughed at the 
feeble attempts which fur and wool made to 
oppose its energy. 

The signai-service officer said the storm had 
moved to the northeast, and now prevailed 
over the New England and Middle Atlantic 
Coast States. It had developed unusual en- 
ergy, and was attended by violent gales and 
snow. In Eastern Pennsyivanie the barometer 
had gone down to 28.69, the lowest point he had 
ever heard of in that State, while in Manitoba 
it registered 30.86. The area of snow em- 
braced the Eastern Ohio Valley. Pennsylvania, 
Virginia, and west to the Lower Lake region. 
West of the lake region the weather was gen- 
erally fair. Heavy snows bad fallen in Cana- 
da and at other isolated stations throughout 
the country. The temperature in the Rocky 
Mountains was higher than Friday. In Mani- 
toba the thermometer had fallen to 50% below 
zero; in Minnesota and Dakota it varied from 
25° to 85° and 40° below, while in Tennessee, 
and even as far south as Texas, it varied from 
zero to 8“ Delow.

They have hitherto opposed the Govern- 
ment, but are now inclined io support it urder 
the entente established between Prince Bis- 
marck and the Vatican, The Cologne Gazelle 
says: 

Though the Government should be defeated on 
all these projects, it has decided not to dissolve 
Parliament. On a renewal of the debate on the 
expulsion of Poles from Prussia the opinion of 
Herr Bar, the Law Professor of the GOttingen Uni- 
versity and a distinguished jurist, will be made the 
ground to assail the action of the Prussian Govern- 
ment. Herr Bar has issued a brochure in which 
he cited an article in the Preussuche Landrecht at 
the period ot Frederick the Great, to the effect that 
foreigners working at trades permitted to be 
exercised in Prussia enjoy ali the rights of 
natives. It also denies that it is with- 
in the province of the Government 
of Prussia to refuse to the Reichstag the power to 
interfere in the matter. On the other hand, it is 
said that Prince Bismarck will seek to vindicate 
his Polish policy on the grounds of imperial neces- 
sity and expediency, and will claim that the legal- 
ity of the policy is incontestable. The Supreme 
Court of the Empire, by a decision April 71, last, 
recognized the right of each individual State to 
turn out aliens, for it is stated that none of the 
20,000 expelled Poles are Prussian subjects, and 
writers on international lew, like Heiter and 
Ronne, expressly acquiesce in this view. 


Prince Bismarck has sent delegates to Mu- 
nich and Stuttgart to negotiate the conditions 
on which Bavaria and Wirtemberg will sur- 
render their reserved rights in the spirit traflic, 

The new budget to be offered in the Landtag 
will propose an increase in the salaries of al! 
grades of officials. 

The Supreme Court of the Empire has con- 
firmed the sentence of Herr Scapin of two 
years and two months at hard labor. He was 
found guilty of posting the Anarchist journal 
Rebele in public places. Herr Lelbkneont will 
try to bring the case betore the Reichstag. 

The police measures for the repression of 
Socialists are becoming severe. Domiciliary 
visits, the suppression of journals, and the ex- 
pulsion of suspected persons at the present 
time approach the numbers of such actions ro- 
sorted to by the Government durmg the Sociai- 
istic scare of 1878. 

In the Reichstag today Herr von Boetticher, 
Imperial Secretary of State for the Interior, 
vigorously derended the bill for eonstruction 
of a cana! between the Baltic and North Seas, 
saying that such a canal was necessary for the 
defense of the country.

MARY CAVANAUGH’S CHILD. 


A RUMOR AMONSST THE NEIGHBORS THAT 
ITS DEATH WAS DUE TO SMALL-POX. 

“From neglect, exposure, and want of phy- 
sician’s attendance,”’ was the verdict of the 
Coroner’s jury in the case of the 3-year-old 
child who died at No. 78 Wesson street Friday. 
The mother of the child, Mary Cavanaugh, is a 
domestic at the Southern Hotel, and is unmar- 
ried. A single woman named Anna Mi- 
echaelson took the child to board about 
five weeks ago, and, according to her 
testimony, when the muther gave her the child 
it was “thinly clad and seemed to suffer from 
cold terribly; ber hands and feet were frozen.” 
Two weeks ago the child was attacked with 
measies, and was visited once by a physician, 
and almost miraculously recovered. “A 
week ago Weanesday, continued the witness, 
“the child took sick again, and small round 
sores broke out all over her body.” The 


mother was notified by the witness that 
the child would probably die, but 
she paid no attention to it; furthermore 


the mother visited the child only twice while 
it was in the woman Michaelson’s care. 
Coroner's jury did not examine into the cause 
of “the small round sores all over the body” 
at Al, and it is rumored about the neighbor- 
hood where the child died that if the matter 
was looked into it is not improbable that it 
would prove a case of small-pox. 


A ROCHESTER SENSATION.

A Formal Good-By to the Amer- 
ican Representative at the 
Court of Teheran. 


More {than a Hundred Friends Sit 
Down to a Gorgeous and Rather 
Oriental Spread. 


Mr, Winston’s Speech and the Numerous 
Toasts to Which Responses Were 
Made. 


The farewell banquet given to Mr. Frederick 
H. Winston, the United States Minister to 
Persia, brought together a number of notable 
jurists, journalists, politicians, and industrial 
men, non-partisan, and all occupying the posi- 
tion of personal friend towards the man they 
desired to honor. The guests assembled 
promptly and at 7:45 the procession formed for 
the banquet-hall on the fourth floor. The 
decorations in the reception and banqueting 
rooms were a8 gorgeous and, vivid in 
color as a dream from the Arabian Nights. 
A great quantity of Persian rugs and Orient- 
al draperies of the most expensive material, 
furnisbed for the occasion by Marsbal! Field as 
a matter of personal friendship for the guest 
they all desired to honor, were displayed about 
the house. Suspended from the walis and on 
the staircase, covering the floors and decking 
every piece of wood within sight, the most 
exquisit rugs and textile fabrics of Eastern 
make were arranged to give the whole scene a 
look of Asiatic splendor, a harbinger of the 
wonders awaiting the new-fledged Minister. 
Beautiful floral decorations, among which was 
a colossal floral elephant, lent the breath of 
summer to the artificial warmth of winter. 

The banquet-ball was decorated in the most 
expensive style. The heavy folds of Persian 
carpets and of other draperies gave a glamour 
of Oriental magniticence to the whole scene. 
The large bow window on the south side was 
concealed by a massive screen of bronze, and 
over it the National colors spread their foids, 
forming an elegant niche for the Chairman, 
Judge Rogers. The niche was surmounted by 
the heavy silken folds of a Persian flat espe- 
cially made for the occasion. The five tables 
were arranged in the shape of a double IL.“ 
and between the Chairman and the two tables 
next to him was spread an antique 
Persian carpet said to bave belonged to Shah 
Abbos the Great in 1600, and claimed toJhave 
been sent by the Persian Government to the 
Amsterdam Exposition. 

The orchestra was ensconced, unseen to the 
feasters, behind a gallery above, and the gal- 
lery itself was draped most gorgeously in Ori- 
ental colors. Every inch of available space 
had been made use of for the display of mag- 
nificent rugs and ta, the color effect of 
the Whole being especially fine and harmonious. 
The orchestra consisted of four mandolins, 
two guitars, and one harp, and was 
under the leadership of Sig. Cesario Valisi.

The Dast-Bound Lines Frightening 


Off Shippers by Charging 
Cast-Iron Rates. 


Why Mr. Blanchard Was Elected Com- 
missioner of the New Trunk 
Line Freight Pools. 


A Statement Regarding the Famous Oross- 
ing War Now Being Waged at 
Howell, Mich, 


The formation of Eastern railway pools may 
enable the roads to secure high rates on the 
freight they carry, but it certainly has the ef- 
fect of preventing shipments so long as there 
is hardly any Eastern or European demand for 
American products. With such light business 
as the Eastern roads are now doing they can- 
not possibly make any money, though the 
rates they get are exorbitantly nich. The at- 
tempt to secure a 25-cent rate on grain now, 
the same as has been charged when there was 
a large demand for American products in Eu- 
rope and elsewhere, and the prices of flour, 
grain, and provisions in this and other West- 
ern markets warranted such 4 rate, is certain 
to prove a failure under the existing state of 
affairs. The roads must have business 
if they mean to live, and, as things are, they 
can get but little. There is no reason why the 
railroads sbould not bear with the producers 
and shippers the results of the hard times and 
make their freight correspond with the mar- 
kets. As the result of their avariciousness the 
’ railroads are now carrying a smaller east- 
bound tonnage from this city than they heve 
at any time at this season of the year. The 
tote! shipments of flour, grain, and provisions 
for the last week by the various railroads run- 
ning east from this city amounted to only 
29,175 tons, against 34,213 tons for the week 
previous. For the corresponding week last 
year the totai shipments amounted to 54,611 
tons, or nearly twice as much, and at that time 
business was unprecedentedly dull. 

With such light business it is not surprising 
that charges are made of rate cutting. The 
Eastern trunk lines are no doubt earnestly en- 
deavoring to secure the strict maintenance of 
tariff rates, but they are unable to prevent 
their Western connections from cutting, as the 
prevailing high rates give the latter a splendid 
opportunity to bear the reduction alone and 
allow the trunk lines their full proportion of 
tariff rates. So long as business continues 
scarce and high freights remain in effect rates 
will be cut by the more independent Western 
lines in spite of pooling agreements and trunk- 
line compacts.

COMMISSIONER BLANCHARD AND ARBI- 
TRATOR RIDDLE. 

It is generally understood that Mr. George 
R. Blanchard, formerly Vice-President of the 
Erie, who was elected Commissioner of the 
new freight pools of the Western connections 
of the trunk lines by the Chicago Managers’ 
Committee Friday will accept the position. Ar. 
Blanchard's elecuon gives general satisfaction 
and there can hardly be any doubt that he will 
be accepted by the pools from the other West- 
ern points if they are formed. There were two 
reasons why the choice feil upon Mr. 
Blanchard after the failure to elect Judge 
Cooley. In the first place it was the desire of 
the committee to induce the Chicago & Atlan- 
tic, which refuses to join the combina- 
tion at present, to codperate. 
mons between President Jewett of the 
Chicago & Atlantic and Mr. George R. 
Blanchard are of a most cordial nature, the 
latter having been Vice-President and principal 
Trafic Manager of the Erie while Mr. Jewett 
was President of that road. With Mr. Blanch- 
ard as Commissioner it is believed that the 
Chicago & Atlantic can be induced to join the 
combination. But if this result is achieved 
the Eric is likely to interpose strong objections 
to Mr. Bianchard. President King of tho Erie 
is such a bitter enemy of President Jewett that 
he is not likely to consent to the selection of a 
Commissioner for the Western pools who is Mr. 
Jewett's personal friend. Tne Erie proper, be- 
ing entirely within trunk-line territory, bas no 
voice in the matter, but it controls the New 
York, Pennsylvania & Obio, woicn it Operates 
under lease, and this road’s codperation in car- 
rying out the proposed Western pool is even 
ot more importance than the Chicago & Atian- 
tic, as it has a direct outlet to New York City 
by the Erie, while the Chicago & Atlantic is 
entirely without such outiet, running only to 
Marion, O. If the Erie, therefore, refuses to 
accept Mr. Blanchard, as is quite likely, not 
only the Western combination, but the trunk- 
line combination as well, stands in danger of 
dissolution. The second reason for Mr. 
Blanchard's election is his great ability as an 
orator. The Eastern roads are strongly op- 
posed to National legislation, and they want a 
man who can go before Congress and argue 
against the adoption of a National railroad 
law in an effective manner. This is also the 
reason why some of the roads were 60 anxtous 
to secure the election of Judge Cooley as Com- 
missioner. 

As regards the selection of an arbitrator it 
is learned that Mr. R. 8. Hayes, late Vice 
President of Gould’s Southwestern system, de- 
clined to accept, and the position was, there- 
fore, tendered to Mr. Hugh Riddle, formerly 
President of the Rock Island. Mr. Riddle is 
acknowledged to be excellently qualified for 
the place, but it is rather doubtful whether he 
wil accept it. 


THE FIGHT AT HOWELL 

Derrotrt, Mich., Jan. 9.—([ Special. |—The fight 
between the Detroit, Lansing & Northern and 
the Toledo, Ann Arbor & North Michigan Rail- 
way Companies at Howell stili continues, and 
is the general topic of conversation m railway 
and legal circles bere and throughout Michi- 
gan. The suddenness of the attack and the 
complete preparations made by the aggressive 
party to hold the fort, if possible, at all baz- 
ards, together with the unn damage 
done, and the fact that the fight still continues, 
with apparently increasing bitterness, makeg it 
unique in the history of such contests. 
Several ot the general officers of the Detroit, 
Lansing & Northern Railway, having been in 
the city today, a representative of THE TRIB- 
UNE interviewed them and also other people 
from the seat of war, all of whom agreed that 
matters were about as serious as they could 
well be, and that no one could tell what the out- 
come would be. The Detroit, Lansing & North- 
ern people have got a force of men and a train 
or two of earth and rock ready to fill up the 
cut, while the Ashiey force are dweliimg 
in two large tents near the bridge they 
forcibly put in the Detroit, Lansing & North- 
ern tracks and are determined to stay there to 
fight it to a finish. It is a very expensive 
piece of business for both roads, 100

Ashiey adopted the same arbitrary methods 
when be crossed the Canada Southern at Alexis, 
and says the fight with us is only a beginning, as he 
has yet to cross the Detroit, Grand Haven & Mu- 
waukee at Durand and the Michigan Central at 
Owosso, and intends, if there is any oppositon, to 
make those crossings in the same way he has the 
one at Howell. He notified us last night that he 
had caused some dynamite to be placed under the 
bridge for the purpose of facilitating our transit to 
& warmer climate, provided we again under- 
took to fill it up, but I think bis threat is 
mere buncombe. In addition to the tearing up of 
our track and cutting of our embankment at the 
point of crossing, the depredations committed upon 
our premises at South Lyon, eighteen miles away 
from the point of crossing, were wholly without 
excuse and simply a grosstrespass. At this point 
Monday afternoon, Jan. 4, our main track was torn 
up and the ralis and ties removed for a dis- 
tance of about 500 feet and the telegraph 
wire cut 80 that all communication 
was cut and were unable to notify trains then run- 
ning of the break in the track. It was simply our 
goog fortune that no train was in the immediate 
vicinity to be derailed. This was committed by an 
armed mob, filling seventeen cars, and claimed by 
H. W. Ashley, Superintendent of the Toledo & 
Ann Arbor Road, who was in command, to number 
700 men, who were brought from Toledo by a spe- 
cial train, and for which point they were reém- 
barked after committing the act.

Mr. Dillon represents 
what Englishmen fear the Irish may do, if the 
methods of Parnell fail of their avowed object. 
‘his discrimination, which amuses the Irish

ences in their personal characteristics and, 


after that, to tneir respective family history 
and traditions. Parnell bag always been 
cautious in speech, bas maintained long 
periods of unsignificant sileuce, and 
has manifested a firm attachment to constitu- 
tional tactics, following the spirit of old Joba 
Paruell, who stoutly resisted the abolition of 
the Irish Parliament.

COLUMBUS’ FETTERS. 

The subject of old masters calis to mind 
fact that a gentleman of Geneo — 
have in bis possession the fetters once worn 
by the discoverer of America, and promises to 
put them on exh:bition at tne co 400th an- 
niversary of the great voyage. Naturally, 
there is much skepticism as to their bemg 
genuine. Ido not suppose any one will dis- 
pute the fact that Columbus di ar chains 
like a common galiey-slave, although these mod- 
ern years are terrible times for the sweeping 
away of traditions. Enemies of Columbus told 
King Ferdinand of alleged disturbances in His- 
paniola, and that monarch sent Francisco de 
Bobadil to investigate the matter. Francisco 
de Bobadil was a hitter enemy of Columbus, 
and took advantage of this opportunity to dis- 
grace the latter. So he made him a prisoner 
and sent im back to Spain in chains. 
The Captan of the ship in which 
Columbus was imprisoned was Alonzo 
de Villejo, and he was indignant at 
this treatment of the illustrious discoverer. 
Indeed, he wisbed himself to remove the fet- 
ters and set the captive free. But no. Colum- 
bus was proud. “The King ordered these 
chains put upon me,” he said, and the King 
himself must order them removed.“ 80 Co. 
lumbus landed at Cadiz, a fettered captive. 
Very soon the King ordered bim to be released, 
and his vindication was made complete. But 
he persisted in retaining the fetters. He placed 
them in his cabinet, and wrote above them: 
** Behold, what payment a King renders for a 
New Worid.“ Thus be kept them all bis life, 
and, dying, ordered them to be buried with his 
body. There all record of them ends. History 
does not tell whether his directions were car- 
ried out. His remains were interred at Vaila- 
dolid; then removed to Seville; and then, in 1536, 
taken across the sea and placed fm the Cathe- 
drai of Santo Domingo, in the West Indian island 
of that name. When the French for a time 
got possession of the island in 1795 it is said 
that his bones were again moved to the cathe- 
Aral in Havana, Cuba. But this is much dis- 
puted, and the best opinion seems divided re- 
garding it. Sig. Baldi of Genoa states that he 
got possession of the famous fetters in Amer- 
ica. Who took them from the grave of Colum- 
bus, or from which of the graves, is not made 
known. It is not likely that the relics wil! be 
generally accepted as genuine. Certainly they 
Will not fetch in the market any great price. 
A tooth of Sir Isaac Newton once sold at auc- 
tion for $3,600; a coat of Charles XII. of Swe- 
den fetched $70,000; and a lace ruffie worn by 
Robespierre was knocked down at $15,000. The 
present gereration bas not so high a pecuniary 
regard for such things. 

DOM FERNANDO, 

The death of Dom Fernando is greatly regret- 
ted in this city, where the genial ana accom- 
plished old gentleman had many friends. Not 
afew envy bis handsome widow, who is still 
young, and inherits one of the handsomest 
fortunes in Europe. She—the Coumess Edia— 
was Originally a concert singer. She was a na- 
tive of Coburg, and was reiated in some way to 
Karoline Bauer, whose Recollections dave 
lately created such a sensation. Dom Fernando 
tell in love with ber and married her, and 
found her with her gentle ways a sweet relief 
from his first wife, the bot-tempered and un- 
reasonable Maria da Gloria. This latter lady, 
it will be recalled, first wedded the Duc de 
Leuchtenberg, who was killed by accident on 
his wedding-day. Then she tried to get Louis 
Napoleon, but he decimed the honor, as he felt 
confident of securing the imperial crown of 
France. Finally she took up with Dom Fer- 
nando, and led him a race for atime. But he 
was always patient with her. His second mar- 
riage with the Countess Edia was purely a love 
match. He leaves to her all his real estate, in- 
cluding the parks which contain his botanic 
gardens. These, at Da Penha, are the finest in 
the world. Situated on voicanic soil, the vege- 
table growth is most luxuriant, and there are 
giant ferns that equal those of antedeiuvian 
ages. The camellia gardens and eucalyptus 
avenues are also unequaled. In his will Dom 
Fernando requested these gardens to be kept 
up, and it is believed that on her death his 
widow wii leave them to the nation.

THREW HER MONEY AWAY. 


HOW MRS. MARY J. MORGAN SPENT HER 
MILLIONS ON GEWGAWS AND HOW SHARP- 
ERS IMPOSED UPON HER CREDULITY. 
New York, Jan. 9.— Special. — An appraise- 

ment has been completed of the art property 
of the late Mrs. Mary J. Morgan, and it reveals 
the most astounding frauds perpetrated upon 
that monomaniac purcbaser of pictures, china, 
jewels, and other decorative objects. The ex- 
ecutors find that she expeaded a total sum of 
quite $3,000,000 for ornamental things, inolud- 
ing great extravagance in orchids; and the 
careful estimate by experts of the amount 
likely to be realized through auction sales is 
only $500,000. Taking into account the differ- 
ence naturally to be expected between auction 
prices and those fairly charged by retail 
dealers, the calculation is that Mrs. 
Morgan fooled away not less than 
$2,000,000. The disclosures are wonderful. 
She seems to have been crazed by her 
passion for beautiful articles, and to have ex- 
alted her desire in proportion to the sums de- 
manded for them, quite regardiess of intrinsic 
worth. Agents took advantage of ber weak- 
ness to impose upon ber. Suits to recover 
some of the money thus obtained from ber are 
to be instituted in the instances where false 
representations can be clearly shown and the 
sellers are financially responsible. A favorit 
method of dupmg bor was to represent that 
ceramics, of fine yet not unique character, had 
been bought at enormous troubie and expense 
from a private collection of European or Asi- 
atic aristocrats. In chat way she was induced 
to pay $5,000 to $10,000 apiece for china not 
worth more thanas many hundreds. For one 
small vase she gave $15,000. Another vase, fig- 
uring at $8,000, is scarcely worth $500 in the 
market. She spent a round million for 
paintings which possess only a fraction 
of that salable value. Sometimes the 
gainers by ber gullibility as to pictures 
were the artists, and sometimes dealers. 
But it was in precious stones that sne suffered 
the heaviest losses. On the average she paid 
double prices, for, while some were regularly 
purchased at the counters of bonorable mer- 
chants, many were foisted upon ber by ras- 
cally operators. Still certain N. firms 
are inculpated. The executors are willing to 
sell the entire collection of jewelry at one- 
third the sum Mrs. Morgan paid out. In- 
stances ot do ht ewindiing have come to 
licht. A gamb reduced to his last diamond 
—a big one worth about $1,000—had it curi- 
ously set in an original manner, took it to ber, 
related how the gem had been brought by him 
from Brazil, where ‘t bad been the property of 
Dom Pedro, and thereby sold it to ber for 
$6.000. A boop of gold set with three dia- 
monds is offered for sale at $30,000 less than 
she paid for it. 

Mrs. Morgan bad an incurable malady and 
was aware that she would inevitably die soon. 
She aimed to get as much pleasure as possibie 
during ber remaining days, ana her reckless 
expeditures were for that purpose. While ly- 
mg in ber invalid chair sbe would have a pict- 
ure, a piece of pottery, or some other bea uti- 
ful thing placed before ber for contemplation; 
and they were usually cht aged every. hour as 
long as she found diversion in gazing at them. 
When her disease arrived at a stage that threat- 
ened to confine her to her bed she gave orders 
for a sumptuous decoration of a chamber and 
a couch, with furniture and walls set with jew- 
els and painted with the fineness of a Meisso- 
pier canvas; and this work, which would have 
cost $100,000, was barely begun when she aied 
more suddenly than she had expected. She 
was the widow of the founder of the Morgan 
Line of steamers, who left $7,00,000 to her. 
The estate is not now expected to yield more 
than $3,000,000 in money.

THE INGERSOLLS IN THEIR NEW HOME. 

I called upon the family of Col. Ingersoll in 

New York the other day. Iam gertain their 
numerous friends in Iiiinois will be glad to 
know how comfortabiy they are located for the 
next eight months. After the basty sale of his 
house in this city in November the Colonel and 
Mrs. Ingersoll went at once to New York, hop- 
ing to find an unfurnished house in à desirabie 
locality which they could rent and furnish for 
themselves.

It is one ofa 
row of large brown-stone houses with a high 
flicht of steps leading to the entrance, The 
ball is wide witb a long parlor at the right. 
Back of this large room is a smaller parlor. 
‘hese rooms are furnished in French style, the 
framework of the furniture being of black and 
gilt, while the woodwork of the rooms touched 
uv with gilt to correspond. The room is fres- 
coed in panel designs, so that no pictures 
are used. Back ot the second parior is the 
dining-room, which would accommodate a din- 
ner party of twenty easily. This room is fur- 
nished with solid mabogaay, and has a large 
window at the rear looking into the yard. Back 
of the main hall on the first floor is a small 
hall which leads to the library—the most home- 
like room in the house, and the one in which 
the family prefer to sit. ‘This room has alarge 
window looking into the yard, but heavy cur- 
tains are drawn and the light only comes in 
from above through soft stained-glass win- 
dows. There is a large bardwood mantel in 
the room with a firepiace under it large enough 
to accommodate a good-sized log. A _ writing- 
table occupies the centre of the room and easy 
chars and lounges are everywhere about. 
The bookcases are low and reach entirely 
around the room. 

The second floor is occupied by the Col. and 
Mrs. Ingersoll, their two daughters, and Mrs. 
Parker, Mrs. Ingersoll's mother, as sleeping 
rooms. The third floor is occupied by Mr. and 
Mrs. Farrell and their little daughter, with one 
large room furnished in blue reserved for 
guests. The house is so convenient to the 
leading hotels, theatres, and stores as to make 
it very desirable. The Colonel at the time I 
saw him was suffering trom a severe sore 
throat, but the doctor who bad him in charge 
was fast helping him, so that he expected soon 
to be allright again.

DODGING THE EXCISE LAW. 


A PECULIAR DEVICE TO ENABLES THE NEW 
YORK THEATRE-GOER TO “SEB A MAN” 
BETWEEN THE ACTS. 

New YORK, Jan. 9.—[Special.}—The strange 
visitor to many a New York 22 tonight is 
puzzled, if he emérges from auditorium 
between acts, by being politely guided into a 
canvas funnel just high and wide enough to 
let two persons pass each other. This struct- 
ure is not unlike the temporary passage-ways 
that are set up across a sidewaik and to the 
door of a house in which a social entertain- 
ment is being given, so that guests who come 
in carriages may get from vehicle to ballway 
der cover; but in this case the transit leads 
into the street, round a doorpost, and 
then into an adjoining barroom. The de- 
vice is to save the bibulous patronage of 
the auditor without violating the Excise law, 
which forbids the use of a door in a wall be- 
tween theatrical premises and a barroom. A 
puzzie barder to solve is preseuted to the pro- 
moters of the big public balls, the season of 
which now begins. The Excise Commission- 
ers, who are now under investigation for licens- 
ing and protecting vicious resorts, are desper- 
ately ing to create sentiment against the 
law dy making it odious, and to that end they 
threaten to raid all balls in the Academy of 
Music and Metropolitan Opera-House unless al- 
coholic beverages are absolutely prohibited. 
At the supper tables and in the wine-rooms the 
saie of champagne is always immense, and on 
this traflic much of the income depends. Es- 
pecially as to the masquerades, whether those of 
the Liederkranz and Arion, great German so- 
cieties, or of the disreputable French Cercie 
Frangaisde I' Harmonie and de jAmitié, a 
closure of the wine business would be to abol- 
ish the balls altogether, since it bas been cus- 
tomary to sell the wine privilege outright to 
some importing firm for considerably more 
than enough to pay all the expenses, leaving 
the rest of the income clear profit. The re- 
markable Dixey advertising ball Thursday 
night was not disturbed in the threatened 
manner, probably because all the round-town- 
ers and little statesmen were interested in 
having a good time of intoxication; and for 
impartiality’s sake the Bal d’Opera the same 
night was let alone; but the expectation is 
that a beginning will be made with the |’ Amitié 
masquerade Monday at the Academy of Music. 
Every one of the fashionable stockholders 
there and at the Metropolitan is liable to pros- 
ecution, and in foriorn hope the Commission- 
ers are likely to go at them. 


SECULARIZING SUNDAY, 


THE AGITATION ATTENDING THE MOVE- 
MENT IN NEW YORK TO OPEN THE 
PUBLIC MUSEUMS ON THE SABBATH. 
New York, Jan. 9.—({Special.}—The armies 

arrayed for and against the secularization of 

Sunday are ready to do battle here in New York 

on ground quite removed from the usual field 

of alcoholism. The immediate issue is the 
opening of the public museums that are sup- 
ported jointly by the city and private contrib- 
utors. In a general way it may be said that 
the preachers are on one side and the editors 
on the other, since sermons and articles are 
almost invariably opposed on the subject, 
which is being rather violently agitated. Each 
of the five influential morning journais has 
come out positively in tavor of admitting the 
public Sundays, and two are making aspecialty 
of the contest. Petitions are receiving signatures 
by the 10,000, and in most of the mechanics’ 
unions votes for opening have beep unant- 
mousiy passed. The pastors have, to a large 
majority of the orthodox Protestants, delivered 
discourses formaliy denouncing the movement 
to turn their Sabbath into a day of diversion. 

The warfare centres around the Museum of 

Natural History, which is sustained about 

equally by municipal money and individual 

bequests. The trustees are divided and in- 
clined to be conservative. Mayor Grace is 
for open doors, and declares that he will nev- 
er sign another appropriation until the change 
is made. On the other hand, some of the 
ehief donors of cash and exhibits threaten to 
withdraw their help if Sabbath-breaking 1s 
permitted, but they will see that the deficit re- 
sulting from the Mayor's action is made good 
if Sunday closing is maintained. The last vic- 
tory of thé secular party was in establishing 

Sunday free concerts in the parks, and the 

outlook is that, though more difficult to do, 

the museums will be opened soon.

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HEARD IN THE STREETS. 


Some of the Quaint Ories Sent Up 
by Peripatetic Venders of 
Philadelphia. 


The Rich Call of the Chimney-Sweep 
and the Queer Notes of the Oys. 
terman and Fishwoman. 


An Interesting Study of Their Notation 
and of the Singers Themselves— 
The Hot-Oorn Merchants. 


Itinerant venders, who, from the nature of 
their wares or customs peculiar to their voca- 
tion, ery their commercial bargains m the 
streets afford, by their noisy iterations, an in- 
teresting subject for the musical student. 
From the seller of peanuts, whose rickety 
booth olings, barnacle-like, to the sheltering 
wall of a corner building, to the prowling 
cough-drop man, who treads the crowded 
pavements with dull pace and tireless progress, 
emitting raven-like croaks at regular intervais, 
as if his hoarseness bore testimony to the dis- 
mal possibilities of outdoor life without cough- 
drops, every merchunt salesman of the street, 
witn faith in the business benefits of unlimited 
advertising, seeks his customers through the 
medium of lung-power and free air. 

Why ne should select the organ of hearing 
for the announcement of his wares and the 
argument of their superiority is a question, in 
the abstract, fit for the consideration of a phi- 
losopher of commerce. At all events, it is 
the ear which must bear the brunt of bis per- 
sistent appeal, and when, under favoring con- 
ditions, the vender succeeds in attracting the 
attention of a mind susceptible to his argu- 
ment, the customer is found and other senses 
are played upon before the transactign is com- 
pleted. The possibilities of sight are always 
secondary to the certainties of hearing, in the 
vender’s estimation, so he lifts up his voice in 
every conceivable key, and shouts, calls, sings 
or yells, with varying force and inflection, ac- 
cording to circumstances. The vocal range of 
the street ocrier is from a middie bass 
E to a tenor F, the average bemg a 
middie C. Withouta robust middle C in his 
register the street,crier is pretty nearly sure of 
being discounted by his fellow-venders who are 
gifted with the penetrating qualities of that and 


still loftiertones. The wandering collector of 
rags intones nis inquiry usually about F sharp

and the smorzando passage, which be chants 
at the back gate, will defy che oelloist's skill to 
imitate. Sometimes the oft-repeated solo is 
varied by the interposition of a semi-tone 
lower, just after the rags, and continuing 
through the bones.“ but the reciting tone is 
invariably restored upon the “old ir'n“ to 
complete the musical idea. The monotone is 
almost invariably used when the street-crier 
carries monosyliabic wares. If he lacks sylia- 
bles he sometimes repeats the burden of his 
song, as Coal! Coal! Coal! which, with the 
proper shade of crescendo, only attained by long 
practice outdoors, where acoustic proper- 
ties are most severe upon vocal efforts, will 
travel solidly along a narrow court for three 
biocks and force its way through the chinks and 
crevices of a tenement, where a shivering 
woman cowers in front of a dull grate, and at 
the coal vender's cry rouses up, throws on the 
last shovelful of the precious warmth with one 
hand, grasping in the other the pennies which 
must go to buy her children bread. 
THE OYSTERMAN’S MUSIC. 

The song of the oyster vender in an Eastern 
city is heard in the land, and his variations 
upon the single shelly theme are well nigh end- 
less. 
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Uys - tees, Salt oys-tees, oh! Salt oys - ices, oh! 
This was the melodious strain with which a 
tenor huckster serenaded the housewives along 
Christian street one day last week. It was a 
cold day for both smger and bivaives, for the 
little cart traveled from Front to Fourth with- 
out a response from the culinary Juliets who 
are supposed to do the baicony act in response 
to such troubadour summons by appearing at 
the front-door and asking, “ How much?’ The 
huckster sang his solo sturdily, however, and, 
after a warming lotion for his vocal cords, 
turned south on Fifth, bis cry still ringing in 
the same key. Further down-town, at Ninth 

and Reed, another oystermano was singing: 
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Oys-tays, prime oys-tays, oh! Salt oys-tays, oh! 

There was no particular tempoin his song, 
but the fortissime with which it was rendered 
was invariable, and the voice was full of bari- 
tone richness. He stopped and gave three 
voluntary encores of his melody, it bemg evi- 
dently bis stock piece. Making 4 long pause 
on the final B flat be turned around in time to 
answer a fresh-faced Irish girl, in the same 
breath, Sixty cents a hupdred—good morn- 
ing, Mary.“ 

While the oyster-knife clicked and Mary 
stood shivering in the wind, she said: 

* You don’t sing in the big operas any more, 
do you, Charley?“ 

„ Don't git time,“ was Charley's answer. “If 
Mapleson comes along I will be all bunki-dori 
for a week or two. I'd rather do the soldier 
business in ‘ Faust’ than sell oysters, even if 
there ain't so much in it.“ and Charley whacked 
the butt of his oyster-kuife upon a belpless 
mollusk, and hummed the soldier chorus trom 
his favorit opera, marking time with his foot. 
There was a reasonable quantity of melody in 
Charley's oyster cry, but the musica! complaint 
of a negro huckster next morum was a most 
reckless violation of the laws which govern 
song. This was his cry; 
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Oys - ters, yo! prime oysters, yo o - oh! 
The gradual merging of the last three tones 
into a single aspirate was a genuine feat of 
plantation minstrelsy, and when he reached the 
topmost tone of his curious theme ‘be drew it 
it out until the last atom of breath was ex- 

peuded and the whites of his eyes turned up. 
In all the Eastern cities the oyster is buck- 
stered in major tones. There is nothing suggest- 
ive of sentiwent or reflection in the sbelly ware, 
and the songs lifted up along the streets to 
advertise its sale are sturdy and fuli of busi- 
ness vigor. Hominy, hot corn, crabs, pepper- 
pot, and watermelons supply the more refiect- 
ive themes and sive scope to composers 
whose musical abilities show to best advan- 

tage in minor tones, 


THE ANCIENT HOMINY MAN. 

The street cry is never hereditary. The song 
dies with the man which composed and the 
voice which sang it. The oid hominy man 
whose Uncie Tom figure was as familiar in the 
northern part of the city as the street lamps 
has passed away and his piaintive song is but 
a memory. Several presumptive hominy wen 
have tried to sing it through the streets, but 
bominy-consumers are not to be deceived by 
the vocal mask, and deal instead with the gro- 
cery stores. The negro patriarch sang

omny man, come out to-day, 
= „ Selling sweet hominee,hominee-e-e! 


‘and in such clear ringing tones that he couid 
be beard a good half mile in the early morning. 
Not less plaintive than the bominy call is the 
clarion watermelon song with which a one- 
legged vender serenades his patrons on sum- 
mer evenings. Sometimes he rides silentiy for 
a whole block, and, stopping his shaky vehicle 
at the next corner, Opens in stentorian tones: 


~ Hlere’s your ripe water-melons, . 3 
red and ripe. Try’em-before you buy’em! 

The final guarantees of his fruit are chanted 
upon the three minor tones with funeral pathos, 
and the invocation ends with an almost spite- 
ful grace note and grammatical precision. 

„Ott in the stilly night’ the bot corn” 
woman pours tha contralto richness of her 
cantabile refrain upon the chilly atmosphere. 
A pickaninny no larger than the hot-corn can 
crouches beside ber on the steps. shivering 
till the thin soies of his shoes rattle jigs un the 
granit, while his ebon-faced mother lulls him 
with— 
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Hot Corn! Hoe Corn! Hot Corn! 
The fish-woman is a vocal terror, and able- 
bodied specimens, with the regulation face of 


wrinkies and tan, generally possess the ultra-

THE CHIMNEY-SWEEP’S SONG. 


The most musical cry of the street is that of 
the chimney-sweep, but -since the advent of 
anthracite coal his ohorister voiee is seldom 
heard. Occasionally, bowever, the blackened 
and soot-begrimed singers may be heard in 
Philadeipbia, where the old-fashioned wood 
fire-place still sends forth its crackiine cheeri- 
ness, and the soot which pestered good old 
grandmothers by dropping into the saucepan 
at most untfinely intervals gives the sweep em- 
ployment. His song is purely syllabic, and in 
close imitation of vocal methods whica give 
the full, open throat syllables the lowest tones. 
He sings the upper tones with the sounds 
thrown forward into the roof of the mouth. 
His theme is a rondo: 


oh t 
A peculiarity of the street ory is that al! 
wares cannot be melodlously advertised. The 
milkman shouts bis cry with exclamatory stac- 
cato or toots a bugle to arouse his patron. 
Sometimes he lengthens the monosyllable and 
shouts: **Meelk!” but there. is no possible 
runge for melody in his cry. The soapfat man, 
conscious of his humble calling, likewise re- 
frains from musical utterances and jerks out 
his bisylinbic announcement in two solid 
chunks. Venders who stand still generally em- 
ploy more enunciatory or conversational! tones. 
but the vender in motion is aroused to melody 
and tempo. The broom-seiler is an exception. 
He shouts: ** Brooms?’’ with the guttural vol- 
ume of a mastiff, while the charcoal man occa- 
sionally insinuates a few notes into his well- 
known cry, and comes a shade nearer to being 
u street singer. Crabs furnish an erratic and 
grotesque subject for vocal compositions. 

Usuaily the crabman ®an African, brimful 
of wit and melody, and his extempore recitais, 
though nondescript, savor of rollicking planta- 
don music. He praises the edible qualities of 
bis crabs, and beaps all sorts of humorous 
abuse upon theirawkwardness. Standing one 
night last week, a well-known darky crabman 
sang: 
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Here's ye crabs,Baltimo’ crabs, 
nice fresh crabs, Baltimo’crabs!

DISPORTING HIMSELF ON A STREET-CAR 
LINE IN THE SLEEPY CITY. 

This road, the Jefferson avenue and the 
on-Bellefontaine, are now using broncho 
mules trom Texas that are bought by the lot 
at about $45 a team, and can outlive, outwork, 
and outkickx anything that ever stood on hoofs. 
We have been using them now for more than 
a year and the horses are gradually giving way 
to them. They come from the neighborhood 
of El Paso, Tex., and are the hardiest and 
meanest animals that human nature has yet 
bad to tackle. They are so absolutely mean 
that they won't let you tire them out: when 
they think you are working them too 
much they play lazy and won't move, but if 
anybody goes anywhere near them, even in 
their apparently exhausted state, they would 
kick a hole through him that you could fit a 
stove-pipe into. Some of them are so very 
small that they cannot be worked in the cars, 
and I remember the first lot we got there were 
six midgets that we had to sell to the coal 
companies.

AFTER THREE HUNDRED YEARS. 

To those who wait long and patiently mo- 
ments of gratetul triumph come at last, and 
the lover of the stage who believes in its high 
esthetic mission and champions ite cause in 
the face or prejudice must feel the glow of 
exultation when some exponent of theatric 
art receives the adoring flattery of wealth and 
fashion. For there was a time when Shaks- 
peare was looked down upon because he bad 
appeared in a play of bis own called Hamlet,” 
and for many a year afterward the unfortu- 
mates who presented the tragedies of Mar- 
lowe, Middleton, or Webster wore the liveries 
of servants and the name of “ vagabonds.”’ 
But all that is changed now; and the shade of 
Shakspeare would have rejoiced last Thursday 
night could it have witnessed in New York the 
reception accorded to Mr. Henry E. Dixey. In 
his own words the ghostly visitant would have 
murmured: Thus the whirligig of time 
brings in its revenges.” 

It was, indeed, a remarkable and momentous 
occasion. Let us glance over the dispatches 
as calmiy as possible, while we are thrilled 
with pleasurable pride, and gleam the 
full significance of the event. “The fact 
that Dixey wae 27 yesterday.” says one ac- 
count, and the wonderful theatrical success 
the young comedian has achieved since he 
first came into public notice as the hind-legs 
or the *‘ Evangeiine’ heiter, were deemed facts 
worthy of commemoration by his friends, even 
if they were a day late of the birthday dus 
ness. So they showered favors on Dixey as 
tokens of their appreciation. It would be 
difficult to explain, perhaps, to Sbakspeare’s 
shade the subile art that is required to person- 
ate the hind-iegs of a heifer, or just why such 
an achievement should be commemorated. 
But let that pass; New York knows what it is 
about when it fixes its own standard of taste in 


ethics. 

“Mr. Dixey.“ says another dispatch, ‘as 
goon as his stage clothes were off, hastened to 
the Metropolitan Opera-House, which he found 
already crowded, under an areb of 
flowers seventy-five feet high, surmounted by 
his own figure formed by rosebuds, and near 
this triumphant arch stood for two hours re- 
ceiving the congratulations of friends. Fashion 
and society yieided to its curiosity and jostied 
commerce, and the common people. It 
is to be hoped that Mr. Dixey was 
not quite 80 hasty as is bere 
represented; for, although the department 
of art in which he labors lays particular stress 
upon scantiness Of apparel, nevertheless there 
are some conventional ideas regarding clothing 
Which are still in v in society. Despite 
the mixed syntax of last sentence one 
gathers that the higher classes of the metropo- 
lis would not permit themselves to be outdone 
in homage by commerce, trade, and the 
demon people.” The report goes on thus—it 
is really worth while reading it twice:

MUSIC, 


MME. HOPEKIRK’S PLAYING. 

It cannot have escaped the attention of con- 
noisseurs that in Mme. Hopekirk’s piano-play- 
ing there is something quite out of the usual 
way. This thoroughly artistic-looking Scotch- 
woman has m her the tenderness and sim- 
plicity of a Burns, the deep feeling of an artist, 
and the musical intelligence of a master. 
True, one can hear ber play many pieces and 
not acknowledge these great merits, for quali- 
ties like these can only be expressed in an art- 
ist's fortunate moments, and then only through 
the few compositions which call for them in 
their perfection. Every sympathetic player is 
more or less the creature of moods. The piece 
reacts upon the player, as also the audience— 
the player has not only to warm 
up herself, but a company of strange 
listeners likewise. This is what Mme. Hope- 
kirk did last Friday in her recital before the 
Amateur Club. Her first numbers made little 
effect. They were two of Mendeissobn's songs 
without words, in which no deep or widely-re- 
sounding keynote is struck.. Not even the 
sonata of Beethoven upon the adieux, the ab- 
sence, and the return exc.ted much more than 
arippie of pleasure. The work is in the ro- 
mantic spirit, inasmuch as it seeks to express 
through music a definitiy-conceived poetic 
image, but the phraseology of itis classic. The 
classic reserve, the classical love of the beauti- 
ful and the symmetrical, the classical clever- 
ness underiy it all. It was only when she came 
to the Chopin andante spienato and polonaise 
that the pulse of her hearers began to move 
more quickly. In this tender yet highly imag- 
inative and delicately heroic masterpiece the 
good qualities of the player began to appear. 
Best of all, there were new readings—one, in 
particular, was a decided improvement; it was 
that of playing the first period of middie 
subject in C minor forte instead of Piano, as 
marked in all the copies. The change is most 
grateful, and not only expresses tht idea bet- 
ter, but also contrasts charmingly with the 
pianiss imo following. 

After this came that wonderful work of 
Robert Schumann's, the great fantasie in C. 
Perbaps no composition ever was so truly rep- 
resented by its motto as this fantasia by the 
verse from Schiegel. which Schumann wrote 
upon the title-page. Freely paraphrased, it 
says: 

Through all the tones bemingled 
In earth's gay- colored dream, 
One tender tone is singled 
By him who lists serene. 

It is this tender voice of the soul which 
speaks to kindred hearts out of every page of 
this noble tone-poem. It is preciseiy one of 
those pieces which test a player and a player's 
mood most severely. To the favored few it is 
@ revelation; to the ordinary player it 
is mere sound and fury, signifying nothing. 
Mme. Hopekirk on this occasion played it 
beautifuily—with the true insight and a charm- 
ing nonchalance with regard to the very great 
technical difficulties involved m so animated 
an interpretation. To criticise such a per- 
formance in minutim, as to the shade of em- 
phasis here, the rubate there, the accent after- 
wards, might be well enough for a pupil per- 
formance. In the nature of the case no artis- 
tic performance of so passionate a work can 
ever be twice exactly alike. Enough that it 
was poetical, sympathetic, masterly, and 
charming. Having done so much the two 
Liszt pieces afterwards had plain sailing. The 
piayer was thoroughly aroused, as also was 
the audience, and nothing more needs be said. 
At her recital next Tuesday Mme. Hopekirk 
bas decided to make a material alteration in 
ber pubfished program. After the oid pieces 
by Rameau, Scarlatti, and Bach, she will play 
Beethoven's sonata in E minor, op. 90 (with 
the lovely cantabile movement), some small 
pieces by Godard and Joseffy, the great Chopin 
fantasia in F minor, the Schumann fan- 
tasia in 0 again, two or three 
small Schumann pieces, and the  Liszt- 
Wagner Spinnerieid, and the sixth rhapsody 
hongraise. The opportunity of hearimg the 
great Chopin fantasia in immediate proximity 
to the Schumann fantasia in C is a very rare 
and valuable one—since the two pieces repre- 
sent their respective composers in their freest 
flights. 

THE AMERICAN OPERA. 

The cold truth in regard to the artistic suc 
cess or non-success of the performances of the 
American opera will not be known by 
the outside public for some time 
yet, the social and financial interests 
involved being of such a character, together 
with the partisan questions in the conflict be- 
tween the Academy and the Metropolitan op- 
era-houses, as to make it nexc to impossible 
for bystanders or reporters to remain impar- 
tial. If one reads between the lines of the New 
York opinions one finds there precisely what 
was to have been expected—namely: that the 
voices are not sensational in quality or finish, 
the company not yet homogeneous as 
an art interpreter, and, most important 
of all, that the music is not interpreted 
from a vocal standpoint. This latter was 
already implied in the selection of Mr. Thomas, 
who in fact stood before the management as a 


and stage do not fully put them- 
selves together in the hearer’s mind, whereas 
the words and music ought to come as 4 one. 
each half emphasizing and explaining the 
other half. In the second place, there is no 
doubt about the importance of this undertak- 
mg in the history of American art. Opera of 
the American people and for tae people is an 
idea which commends itself to American in- 
tuitions. It ought to succeed; sooner or later 
it will sueceed. The only question is: When? 
Mrs. Thurber’s enter must necessarily 
basten the day, if it not bring it about 
completely. 

Upon one point it is time tosound a warning. 
When the telegraph teils us that the American 
opera will be given in Chicago, Cincinoats, St. 
Louis, and even in Milwaukee, exactiy as it is 
in New York, the telegraph has been made the 
medium of misinformation. The thing is im- 
possible. The stages and the theatres do not 
permitit. Abbey tried it; Damrosch tried it. 
Half the orchestra and haif the chorus waiked 
tne streets because there was no room for them 
in the theatre. When American opera under- 
takes to communicate with the public 
it must not be above the American standard of 
veracity and credibility. The most that 
American opera can do io Chicago will be to 
do the best it can under the disadvantage of 
small stages and small houses as compared 
with the New York Academy. 

BUCK’S “ VOYAGE OF coLUM BUS.“ 

If any American composer can boast of 
being appreciated by his countrymen surely 
Mr. Dudley Buck must be the one, for, 
not to mention the universal currency 
of his church music, forming about 
balf the volume of selections in common use 
by average choirs, bis great cantata The 
Golden Legend gained the Cincinnati prize of 
$1,000 and the honor of a first-rate production 
upon a festival scale of magnitude; his Don 
Munto and bis charming songs with piano- 
forte accompaniment are also widely known. 
A new work of his, with English and German 
words, has just appeared from the presses of 
Schirmer, in New York, and Hofmeister, 
in Leipsic, destined no doubt to add 
much to his popularity. It is called 
The Voyage of Columbus,” a cantata in six 
night scenes, for male voices, solos, and or- 
chestra. The work opens with a scene in the 
Chapel of St. George at Palos, the priest biess- 
ing the mariners before their departure. In 
this part there are three choruses. Second 
scene: On the deck of the Santa Maria; a 
solo by Columbus. Scene third: Vesper hymn, 
chorus. Scene fourth: “Discontent and 
mutiny —a gereral disturbance for the sake 
of contrast.

HER LAST PARLIAMENT. 


Ireland’s Independent Legislature 
Which Went Out of Exist- 
ence in 1800, 


History of the Proceedings Which Led 
to [ts Abolition and Union with 
England. 


Grattan’s Indignant Protest Against Leg- 
islative UnionGeorge IIL 's Royal 
Assent to the Scheme. 


London Standard: When Pitt in 1797 by a 
magnificent burst of charity recommended the 
union of Ireland with Great Britain there was 
nothing in the condition of the former country 
to make the union attractive. The benefit re- 
ceived was wholly ou the side of Ireland. for 
ber Parliament was a failure, and the land was 
full of dissatisfaction and disorganization, for 
which Irish iegisiators had been unable to find 
any check, much less a cure. For a century 
previous the hope of union with England had 
been the dream of ardent lovers of their coun- 
try; and when it was on the point of realization 
the opposition was chiefly founded upon no 
stronger basis than sentiment. Now that the 
das is of the union appears likely to be changed 
once more anda new Parliament granted to 
soothe Irish discontent the incidents attending 
on the “Act of Union may be recalied with 
interest. The published Irish debates, however, 
give but an imperfect idea either of the state 
of parties in the House or the condition of the 
country—the siackness of trade, irritation be- 
tween classes, and incipient rebellion. They 
do not even mark the utterance of the orators 
of the day with such manifestations of ap- 
proval as now adorn our newspaper reports; 
and to appreciate these reference must be had 
to the statements of contemporary writers. 
But the published debates are historical, while 
the writings of the men of the time are not 
free from the coloring of partisanship. The 
work of bringing the Union to a successful 
issue in Ireland was intrusted to the Lieuten- 
ant-Governor, Lord Cornwallis, and the chief 


instrument be employed was Lord Castlere ach. 
his Chief Secretary, who beld the same office 
in the time of the previous Lieutenant-Govern- 
or, Lord Camden. The question of union had 
been laid before the English Parliament in 
1797 and the progress of the debate was 
watched with keen interest by the Irish. The 
rebellion of 1798 brought matters to a orisis, 
and on the meeting of the Irish Parliament, Jan. 
22, 1799, the question was openly menuoned in 
a message from the Lord Lieutenant. After 
reporting a victory dy Neleon over the French, 
bis Lordship said: The more I have reflected 
on the situation and circumstances of this 
Kingdom, considering on the one hand the 
strength and stability of Great Britain, and on 
the other those divisions which have shaken 
Ireland to its foundation, the more anxious 1 
am for some permanent adjustment which 
may extend the advantages enjoyed by our 
sister Kingdom to every part of this island. 
The unremitting industry with which our ene- 
mies persevere in their avowed design of en- 
deavoring to effect a separation of this Aing- 
dom from Great Britain must have engaged 
your particular attention; and his Majesty 
commands me to express his anxious hope that 
this consideration, joined to the sentiment of 
mutual affection and common interest, may 
dispose the Parliaments in both Kingdoms to 
provide the most effectual means of maiutain- 
ing and improving a connection essential to 


their common security, and of consolidating, 


as far as possibie, into one firm and lasting 


/ fabric the strength, the power, and the re- 


sources of the British Empire.” 
THE DEBATE. 

The first speaker was Sir J. Parnell, who ob- 
served that as the speech did not avow the 
measure of legisiative union between Great 
Britain and Ireland, nor recommend it di- 
rectly to the consideration of the House, it was 
unnecessary in that stage of the business to 
discuss the question; but the measure had 
been publicly avowed and introduced by a side 
wind into the speech, and he should oppose it 
in limine as being a question simple in its nat- 
ure and on which no further information was 
necessary, than to show that they were called 
on to put an end to the existence of an Irish 
Parliament. By that measure they were to de- 
termine on the permanent and essential inter- 
ests of the country torever. It was material 
te consider whether these interests were, as 
he stated them, to be permanent and es- 
sential; if they were so, no temporary 
inconvenience under which the State la- 
bored, much less should any momentary 
personal consideration be put in competition 
with their most valuable and dearest rights. 
They were calied upon to decide on their con- 
stitution, trade, property, and, on what was of 
still more consequence, the feelings of the pub- 
lic connected with a surrender of the constitp- 
tion, an affrighted commerce, and a diminis 
property. He cautioned the House not to 
bazard all that was dear to them forever until 
the necessity of the measure and its bene ficial 
consequences were attempted to be proved. 
He vielded in loyalty to no one, knowing that 
the interests of Engiand and Ireiand depended 
on the closest and most intimate connection. 
But, instead of binding their affection by law, 
or providing for their strength by depriving 
them of the guardians of ir own interests, 
he would adopt the means of supporting Great 
Britain which wers obvious and practicabie, 
and not speculative and liable to suspicion. 

Mr. Tighe concurred in these sentiments, and 
Lora Castlereagh acknowledged that legislative 
union was implied in the speech, and he should 
submit a specific motion to the House on the 
subject at an early day. 

An amendment to the address was proposed 
for the purpose of insertut a clause main- 
taining the undoubted birthright of the people 
of Ireland to have a resident and independent 
Legislature.” 

After a long discussion the House divided, 
when the numbers were 105 for the amendment 
and 106 aga:nst, being a majority of one for the 
Government. 

The committee appointed to prepare the ad- 
dress to the King reported it to the House Jan. 
24. 1799, when it was found that the paragraph 
suggesting union had been incorporated with 
it, and that the House expressed willingness to 
take so momentous a communication into their 
fullest consideration. 

Upon the retention or rejection of this para- 
graph a long discussion ensued, which ulti- 
mately resulted in its rejection, the voting be- 
ing 109 for expunging the paragraph and 104 
against it, and the paragraph was accordingly 
struck out. 

Jan. 28 a motion was made for the adjourn- 
ment of the House to Feb. 7, which was car- 
ried, but not without an expression ot alarm at 
what Mr. Pitt had stated in the British House 
of Parliament with regard to his insistence 
upon legislative union with Ireland, 


GRATTAN’S BLAST. 

At the close of the Irish Session the Lord 
Lieutenant, in his speech, recommended the 
measure of an incorporating union with Eu- 
gland; but when the House met Wednesday, 
Jan. 15, 1800, there was no reference to the 
subject in the message, but this did not pre- 
vent the reopening of the discussion upon the 
union, and the Lord Lieutenant was charged 
by Sir Lawrence Parsons with baving in the 
interval employed every engine of the Govern- 
ment to prevert the sentiments of Parliament 
on the subject, and he moved that the follow- 
ing should be inserted in the address to the 
King: “Toassure his Majesty that this, his 
Majesty's Kingdom of Ireland, is inseparably 
united with Great Britain, and that the senti- 
ments, wishes, and real interests of all his sub- 
jects are thatit should continue so unived in 
the enjoyment of the honor and dignity of a 
free Constitution, in the support of the bonor 
and dignity of his Majesty's crown, and in the 
advancement of the whole Empire, which bless- 
ings we owe to the spirited exertions of an in- 
dependent resident Pariiament, the paternal 
kindness of his Majesty, and the liberality of 
the British Parliament in 1782, and which we 
feel ourselves at all times, and particularly at 
oe moment, bound in duty to main- 

wg 

In the course of the debate which followed 
Henry Grattan entered the House on bemg 
newly elected, and after an indescr.bable scene 
of entousiasm be at once spoke against the 
union, recounting the points of the debates 
which resuited in the independence of Parlia- 
ment in 178. In concluding a speech 
he used the following words: “The British 
Minister proposes to you to abolish the Parlia- 
ment and to continue the Minister. He does 
more; he proposes to you to substitute the 
British Pariiament in your place; to destroy 
that body that restored your liberties, and re- 
store the body which destroyed them. Against 
such a proposition, were I expiring on the 
floor, I should beg to utter my last breath and 
to record my dying testimony."’ Upon the 
vote being taken the proposed clause in the 
address was rejected, the numbers bemg 96 
tor and 138 against. 


THE HOUSE VOTES FOR UNION. 
At the meeting of Parliament Feb. 5, 1300, in

Then followed eight articles in 
which the numbers tw sit in the British Houses 
ot Parliament were fixed, dutiabile articles 
specified, and other points settled necessarily 
arising from the union. 

A long and acrimonious debate followed, in 
which the following members took part: for 
the union—Col. Martin, Sir Joba Biaquiere, Mr. 
Ormsby (who remarked that *‘ gentlemen talked 
of spending their blood to prevent union; he 
advised such high-blooded declaimers to keep 
their blood to themselves, as the union would 
most certainly pass). Mr. MeOleliand, Mr. 
Smith, Serjeant Stanley, the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer, Mr. Durgenan, Col. Fitzgerald, Mr. 
Johnson, Mr. Grady, and the Solicitor-General. 
Against the union there spoke Mr. G. Ponson- 
by, Sir John Parnell, Mr. Dobbs, Col. Vereker 
(who, in rebuke of those in favor of union, 
said: ‘Fie! flel upon you, ye apostates—hbave 
you taken the giittering bait held out to you 
by the Minister, that he may play you in the 
stream formed by the tears of your coun- 
try? ). Mr. Lee, Mr. J. C. Beresford, 
Mr. le; Mr. P. Burrows wound up a 
long speech by saying, *“‘May God avert 
the storm and save the nation”: Mr. 
Edgeworth, Mr. Tighe, Mr. J. M. O Doneil. Mr. 
Grattan said: The question is not now such 
as ocoupied you of old—not Poynings, not 
peculation, not plunder, not an embargo, not 
a Catholic bill, not a Reform bill; it 1s your be- 
ing—it is more, it is your life to come whether 
you will go with the Castie at your bead to the 
tomb of Charlemont and the volunteers and 
erase his epitaph, or whether your children 
shali go to your graves saying—a venal, a mil- 
itary court attacked the 11 les of the Irish, 
and here lie the bones of the honorable dead 
men who saved their country. Such an epi- 
taph is a nobility which the King cannot give 
his slaves—it isa glory whicn the Crown can- 
not give the King.” Mr. Saurin closed the de- 
bate for the opponents of the union in a short 
speech. On the question being put there were 
158 for the union and 115 against. 


THE FINAL AGREEMENT. 

In the House of Lords the Baril of Clare 
Lord Chancellor) moved the Actof Union 
eb. 10 in the following words: That, in 

order toe promote and secure the essential in- 
terests of Great B ſtam and Ireland, and to 
consolidate the strength, power, apa resources 
of the British Empire, it will be advisabie to 
concur in such measures as may best tend to 
unite the two Kingdoms m such manner and 
in such terms and conditions as may be estab- 
lished by acts of the respective Parliaments of 
Great Britain and Ireland.“ In the course of 
an able speech be reviewed the existing state 
of the country, and concluded with the follow- 
ing sentences: It is with cordial sincerity 
and a full conviction that it will give to this 
my native country lasting peace security 
for her religion, ber laws, her libert d and ber 
property, increase of strength, riches, and 
trade, and the final extinction of national 
jealousy and animosity, that I now propose to 
this grave assembly, for their adoption, an 
entire and perfect union of the Kingdom of 
Ireland with Great Britain. If I live to see it 
completed to my latest hour I shall feel an 
honorable pride in reflecting on the little share 
which I may bave in contributing to effect it.” 

A committee of the whole House sat upon 
the details of the measure in the Commons, at 
which several important speeches were deliv- 
ered, the full text of which is preserved in 
the eighteenth volume of the Irish debates, 
and the final agreement was arrived at March 
27, 1800, 

GIVING THE ROYAL ASSENT. 

The debates in the English House contmued 
for some time longer, and July 2 George III. 
went down to the House of Lords to give his 
royal assent to the Act of Union. Great prep- 
arations had been made for celebrating the 
event that day in London, but the advisers of 
the Crown found that there was still wanting 
some technical tormality on the part of the 
Irish Parliament to complete the Act ot Union 
legally, and so the ceremonies were curtailed. 
This is how the giving of the royal assent July 
2, 1800, is reported in one of the papers of the 
day: His Majesty came to the House about 
half-past 8 and signified the royal assent to 
the bill for a legislative union with Ireland. 
The Dukes of Cumberland and Gloucester at- 
tended his Majesty into the House of Peers. 
He was received by Kari Camden, who carried 
the sword of state, and Lord Gwydir, and Mar- 
quess Townsbend, carry the cap of liberty 
before bis Majesty. The King was attended to 
the House by the Duke of Roxburg and the 
Gold Stick in Waiting. His Majesty was dressed 
in a purple coat and embroidered waistcoat, 
and on returning wore a scariet surtout. The 
park guns were drawn out to announce the 
event of che Union bill having received the 
royal assent, and orders given for a round of 
forty-two guns and two rounds of twenty-one 
guns each to be fired; but, these orders being 
countermanded, the customary salute at the 
House of Peers was oniy given. The spec 
tators were few, but they greeted his Majesty, 
who looked remarkably cheerful, with affec- 
tionate loyalty. The King. on his return to 
St. James’, left town for Windsor.“ 

The Morning Chronicle of the same day gives 
the reason for not firing the guns: The guns 
were deposited in the Armory House without 
bemg fired. It was expected that the King 
would have made a speech from tne throne on 
giving his royal assent to the union, and that 
the union flag (which bad been painted on the 
sudden for the purpose) would have been 
hoisted on Westminster Hail; but it was recol- 
lected that it was necessary that the Parlia- 
ment of Ireland must give the bill its flat be- 
fore 1t can be a complete measure.“ 

The Irish Parliament was prorogued month 
after month until all the technicalities had 
been complied with; and on the reassembling 
of the English Parliament in 1801 the Irish 
Peers and members of the Commons took their 
seats in it for the first time.

them set with half-precious gems—that they 
are classed as fine jewelry. The newest de- 
vices are made of beate i gold studded with 
small jewels and festooned with fine link 
chains à la Theodora. The medieval patterns 
are made with coats of arms, mailed knights 
on prancing steeds, or with beads of historical 
and mythological personages in relief, two 
shades of gold and silver or gold and bronze 
generally showing iv the devices. Silver bells, 
with chfitelaines attached, are rich and novel. 
Some of these sre io filigree; others are chased 
in intricate and antique designs. 

In new underwear for the winter are jersey 
corset-covers of all wool, silk and wool, or fine 
ribbed stockinet, these fitting the form like a 
glove. Ali silk undervests are made in jersey 
style, fitted without a seam, and 


Saxony wool are made exactly like infants’ 
shirts, in close, soft ribs that shape themselves. 
Striped jersey flannels are made into under- 
skirts and fluisbhed with a crochet or knitted 
edge. Skirts of fine eider-down flannel in bébé 
blue, pearl, cream, or pale pink are made with 
a simple hem and edged with woolen lace. 
Knitted short skirts of deep cardinal German- 
town wool, or those woven in deep ribs, are 
edged around the bottom with four-inch 
crochet edges in lace-like designs. : 

Long Louis XVI. surtouts, pelisses, and 
Freach redingotes made of prune de Monsieur, 
imperial purple, Labrador blue, deep ruby, or 
black velvets, are effectively and elegantly 
trimmed with three-inch bands of Russian 
sable, sealskin, or natural beaver. These are 
draped in the back, have straight sides, with 
lengthwise bands of fur, and waistcoat fronts 
simply edged with narrow lines of fur; this 
gilet being fastened with costly beaded pende- 
logues and cords, or with clasps of hammered 
silver set with old Roman medallions in 
bronze. A few of these expensive wraps are 
imported which have cierical hoods at the 
back, but as these are not generaliy becoming 
they do not find any special favor on this side 
of the water, although very popularly worn on 
all styles of outdoor garments both in Paris 
and London.

The Tam-o'-Sbanter or “ Rob-Roy-Me 
Gregor cap seems to have taken a new lease 
of life, and is especially popular in the skating 
world.

ANOTHER ART CLUB. 

‘The artists, feeling the necessity of awaken- 
ing if possible some public interest in them- 
selves and their work, are trying again to es- 
tablish an art club.

BEER DISEASE, 


HOW PASTEUR SUCCEEDED IN DISCOVERING 
A REMEDY FOR THE MALADY. 

During the terrible days of the supremacy of 
the Commune io Paris, at the end of the Franco- 
German war, Pasteur was occupied in the lab- 
oratory of M. Daciaux, at Clermont-Ferrand, in 
studying the diseases of beer, witha view to 
attempt toraise French beer tothe higher 
standard of the German brewers. Beer is nat- 
urally more prone to disease than wine, on ac- 
count of the comparatively large quantity of 
gummy and saccharine matters which it con- 
tains in a state favorable to rapid decay. When 
the fermentation of the wort of beer sets in at 
the high temperature to which itis raised in 
mashing the hquid requires to be rapidly 
cooled. So long as it remains between the 
temperatures of 77° and 95° of Fahrenheit's 
scaie itis peculiarly liable to be attacked by 
the injurious ferments proper to acetic, lactic, 
and butyric acids. Ifthe mustof beer were 
spontaneously fermented, like the must of 
grape juice, an acid of putrid liquid would in- 
variabiy be produced in the place of beer. In 
the old process of what was technically known 
as hich fermentation, which is also the one 
that is stili employed with the bitter beers and 
pale ales of England, the fermenting liquid 
was kept in barrels, at a temperature ranging 
from 64° to 68° Fahrenheit. In the process of 
„low fermentation,” which is more generally 


the fermentation is carried on ata temperature 
as low as 43° Fahrenheit, which ie maintained 
by means of floating cylinders filled with ice 
for from ten to twenty days. This low fermen- 
tation beer is principally prepared in the win-

HEATING THE CARS. 

Heating the cars is not practicable, at ieast 
there is no invention yet discovered that will 
answer. I give yous letter I have just re- 
ceived from the Vice-President of the Eighth 
Street (Philadelphia) line; the communication 
on this point wil be of interest: 

PHILADSLERIA, Pu., Jan. 1.—Mr. Robert O. Givine 
—MY DEAR SIR: Lam in receipt of your favor of 
the 30th ult. Some five years ago we did heat our 
cars in winter time, but were compelled to cease 
doing 80 on account of the danger that threatened 
our passengers. Two of our cars were burned up, 
Owing to the woodwork becoming charred through 
the heat of the stoves in them. Weare now wait- 
ing for some inventive genius to perfect a system 
for ventilating and heating cars, when we wili 
again try the experiment. I regret I cannot give 
you any more satisfactory information. Yours, 
very truly, CHAS. J. HARRAK IR.,

. THE SHORT-TRIP IDBA. 

The short-trip car system, I honestly believe, 
will to a great extent prevent crowdmg the 
cars. The objection to this plan offered by the 
company is that all cars must run on time, and 
short-trip cars, while bemg switched trom track 
to track at the end ot their route, will oostruct 
the through cars and hinder them from making 
time. This can be obviated by having a Y at 
the terminus of the short-trip cara, so they can 
pass onto the T and let the through cars passa, 
then return on the right track. Thus short- 
trip cars run on all lines not over two miles 
from the centre would soon become popular 
with those living within a radius of that dis- 
tance. In the busy hours of the morning or 
evening short-trip cars making two or more 
trips will consequently carry twice as many as 
they do now, running the unnecessary long 
trip. 

Another argument advanced by the company 
against them is that the tourist will not wait 
for a short-trip car, but will jam into an over- 
crowded city limits car, pushing bimeeif almost 
flat to ride five blocks, when by waiting one 
minute he could get a good seat in a Lincoln 
Park car. This is true, but remember the 
tourist on the North Side bas lost all faith in 
accommodations. When he sees a car he grasps 
at it as adrowning man does at the conven- 
tional straw. This unfortunate could no doubt 
be weaned from his malady by the sight of ten 
or more empty short-trip cars which would 


carry him snugly home, and be could probabiy | 


be induced to take one of them. 

The reduction of fare on the short-trip cars 
to three cents would soon fill the short-trippers 
morning and evening, while in the quieter por- 
tions of the day they could stay in the barn. 

By consulting the great horse-car statistician 
of the West Side Company, I find it possibie to 
ascertain the cost of running a car, ali the way 
from the nails in a horse’s shoe to the hair oil 
expended on a conductor's bead. So it can be 
shown that sbort-trip cars at three cents will 
pay as well as long-trip cars at five cents. Of 
course the principal object in reducing the 
fare is to afford some attraction to those who 
now crowd the long-line cars.

There are two semi-circular 
arches, with buttresses, and the weatherings of 
terra-cotta, the same material being employed 
for the huge vase and some other ornamenta- 
tion. There is a rock-face base, and the walls 
are of pressed brick, with a slate roof at half 
pitch. Mr. Carpenter designed the plan. 
THE PULLMAN BUILDING. 

The entrance to the Pullman Building is in 
Neo-Gotbic style, while the terra-votta orna- 
mentation is Elizabethan. The dimensions of 
the whole entrance are thirty-seven feet 
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ENTRANCE TO PULLMAN BUILDING. 
Square, while those of the granit arch are 
twenty-eight feetin hight by twenty-two in 
width. Red Jonesboro and gray Fox Isiand 
granit are used in nearly equal proportions, 
thus giving a rich color effect. The spandrel 
is of terra cotta. The shaft of the heavy 
pillars is six feet high by four feet thick, and 
their whole hight is eighteen feet to the 
spring of the arch. The capitals are in the 
conventional taste as tocarving and of red 
granit, the shaft being gray. The arch is also 
of red granit, being two feet eight inches 
deep. On each side of the arch proper are 
heavy pilasters of pressed brick. 


A GRAVE-ROBBER’S FATE. 


DR. ELI QUIGLEY OF IOWA, WHO TRIED TO 
DEFRAUD AN INSURANCE COMPANY WITH 
A STOLEN CORPSE, PLEADS GUILTY. ‘ 
Leow, Ia., Jan. 9.—[Special.|—Dr. Eli Quig- 

ley, triea here for grave-robbing, was found 

guilty by the jury. His second trial for con- 
spiréty to defraud the insurance companies 
had just commenced when Quigley pleaded 


guilty to the charge of congpiracy, asking in 
his plea the mercy of the court. ‘King and 
Pugsiey, charged with being accomplices in 
the crimes, have bad their trials continued till 
the next term of court in this (Decatur) 
county. 

[July 16, 1884, at Redding, Ringgold County, the 
dead body of a man was found in the office of Dr. 
Eli Quigley. Fire was discovered in the office, and 
the partially-burned body of a dead man was found 
on a cot which was ablaze. It was first thought to 
be Quigiey’s, but upon examination proved to be 
the headless trunk of the partiy-decomposed body 
of a man named Lynch,’ who died and was buried 
early in June. Further investigation revealed the 
fact that Quigley had disappeared and that he had 
a life-insurance policy of $10,000 in the North west- 
ern Mutual of Milwaukee and one of #2.000 in the 
Bankers’ Life Association of Des Moines, both 
taken out within a year. The conclusion was 
reached that Lynch’s grave was robbed, the body 
placed in Quigley’s office, and the premises fired in 
furtherance of a scheme to swindle the insurance 
companies. Dr. King, partner of Quigley. was ar- 
rested on a charge of complicity in grave-robbery 
and arson. it was discovered next day that the 
corpse was removed from the gruve to a cornfield 
some days before, and the night of the fire carried 
in a wool-sack from the field to a buggy. The 
tracks of two persons were found. The oilice was 
locked, one key and a watch being found with the 
corpse and the other key in the possession of King. }

Women Arrested When Guilty of No Mis- 
demeanor Because Them’s the Or- 
ders — What They Pay. 


It would seem to be about time that the 
Chief of Police, or Corporation Counsel, or 
some other competent authority should define 
for the benefit of the police force the legal 
meaning of the term “ disorderly.” It would 
also be useful if the City Council or some equal- 
ly powerful legisiative body should, for the 
benefit of the Police Justices, prescribe the 
punishment befitting the crime of “ disorder- 
ly.” At the present time nobody seems to 
know what ‘disorderly ’’ means, except the 
police, and no two policemen seem to be 
quite agreed as to what is the proper 
definition. The term “disorderiy,” it 
should be explained, has in police 
circles both a general and a specific meaning 
Generally, it applies to all who are guilty of 
disorderly conduct; specifically, it applies to 
unprotected women only, who may or may 
not be guilty of anything except the crime of 
being women and unprotected. It is only in 
ite specific form that the term is referred to 
here. Hundreds of women are arrested in the 
city almost nightly and booked at the police- 
stations for disorderly.“ They are fined $2, 
or $5, or $10 each next day, according to the 
Justiee they happen to strike, or according to 
the mood that Justice may be in at the partic- 
ular moment of hearing the case. There is no 
Aldermanic assistance at work to help these 
prisoners out of their trouble—an Alderman 


can do better for bis friends of this class; he 
can prevent them ever being molested at all. 
And the selt-same batch of unfortunates may 
be arrested on the same charge next night, 
and the next, and the next, and every 
night in the year if the police so decree and 
the women have money to keep out of the 
bridewell. It frequently happens that there 
are two charges of ‘disorderly’ docketed 
against mauy of the female prisoners Monday 
mornings. Occasionally there are more. 

„Mr. Officer, how does it come you bave 
Jennie Raymond booked three times in today's 
docket?” the reporter asked a Harrison street 
policeman. 4 

„ Well, ye see, I arristed her three times,

“THEM’S THE ORDERS.” 

Therein is the point: The women are arrested 
and booked as * disorderly,”’ not for any of- 
fense committed or likely to be committed, but 
because them's the orders. It is not to pro- 
vent the so-called disorderly conduct that 
these women are arrested; quite the reverse. 
It their method of living is a crime, as it un- 
questionably is, then the practical object of 
the law, as at present administered, 1s to foster 
this criminality for the purpose of reaping a 
share of the cash returns thereof. The 
city permits its officials to tax these women for 
liberty to walk the streets, and leaves it to the 
officials to say who shall be taxed and who 
shall go free. But the city gets very littie of 
the money. The Justices geta large share of 
it, and the bulk of the remainder goes to the 
personal enrichment of corrupt officials and 
their friends. This is no vague charge; it can 
be proven literally true. 

First, as to the Justices, The two principal 
police courts for this kind of business are Des- 
plaines street and the armory. ©. J. White 
presides at the one and George A. Meech at 
the other. The law permits any prisoner to 
take a change of venue to the nearest Justice, 
provided he or she swears to a belief that a 
fair trial cannot be obtained in the police 
court. Changes of venue from White go to 
Woodman; those from Meech go to Prindiville. 
All fines should go to the city, and the city 
should pay tne costs of trial—such is the law. 
Meech and Woite are saiaried city officials: 
Woodman and Prindivilie work for their fees 
only, 
turn over the fines to- the City Controller every 
month, with a report of all sucb cases; this law 
is a dead letter—the Justices pocket the money. 
Both in law and in equity it would seem that, 
as things are run under the present 
administrations, these Justices have a right 
to all they can get. The city refused to pay 
for the work, and tacitly agreed to let the fines 
go to counterbalance the fees. The resplt is 
that the Justices are competing for city bus 
ness. The change-of-venue Justice makes the 
fines low in order to attract custom, and gives 
cut rates to regular customers—the “ disor- 
derlx cases, for example. Justice White 
seems to have tried honestly to make the pen- 
alty commensurate with the law and the facts. 
‘If street-walking is to be stopped, then let the 
chronic offenders either reiorm or stay in the 
bridewell. But to stop street-waiking, or at 
least arrests for street-walking, would make a 
big hole in Justice Woodman’s income, and so 
the prisoners take a change of venue to Wood- 
man and get off with a smal! fine. 

With Justice Meech it is different. Meech 
has — entered into competition with the 
change-of-venue Justice, and has beaten him. 
Meech's idea, as expressed in an interview 
with the Mayor, is to bave these unfortunate 
women arrested seven times a week instead of 
once, and fine them $2 each instead of $10, or 
$25, or $100. That is why the urrests are so 
numerous on the South Side recently. 


HOW IT WORKS. 

This is the way the thing works: Lily Brown, 
like a thousand of her class, rooms somewhere 
alone. It sue rooms in a house in which an 
Alderman bas an interest or in a house noted for 
casting a big Democratic vote at election time: 
or if she has a friend“ on the police force: 
or if she has a friend“ who is the friend of 
an Alderman—in any of these cases she will 
not be molested. But if she is friendless, or if 
the house she stops in is one against which an 
Officer has conceived a dislike, then the mo- 
ment Lily is seen out after dark she is “run 
im and booked for “ disorderly.“ When she has 
been in the cell alittie while asaloonkeeper calis 
to see her. He wants to know if she can raise 
money to bail berself out. He may be a total 
Stranger to her. but be is interested in her 
case. He offers to get her out for $10—that is, 
she shail pay him $10 for bis trouble. He will 
become ber bondsman, and that’s his charge. 
If she hasn’t the money she may Stay in 
the cell all night, probably closed up 
with drunken, violent, depraved disrep- 
utables. Or the saloonkeeper may give 
her credit for the amount. It she breaks ber 
word, Heaven help her! But if she bappens 
to be a regular customer of the saloonkeeper 
(for bail-bonds only) sue may get out for 85. 
The Desk Sergeant makes out the bond and 
collects $1 for the Justice. The girl is fined $2 
and costs next morning, and her total expense 
. up — 1 A of bondsman, $5; 

n ustice’s fee), $1; fine, $2: costs, $1. 
Total, * And this, besides incidenta! modo 
Ses. not to mention incidental abuse and degra- 
dation. If the Cierk of the Police Court is 
honest the city gets $3 of the money. The Jus- 
tice gets $1. The other $518 divided among 
“the gang.” If a woman is arrested seven 
times a week instead of once it is $7 to the Jus- 
tice instead of $1. Justice Meech bas 
stated that the bond business of the 
Armory Count is worth about $1,500 a 
year, in addition to the regular salary. That 
is about what Peter Foote made out of it. It 
ean be proved that it is worth about $2,000 a 

at the present time. It is worth more 
double that ot all the otmer police courts 

of the elty put together. The first month he 
was there he took in $1,000 over and above his 
salary, and the amount bas been continually 
increasing. This increase is due to the perse- 
cution of unfortunate women. The only thing 
to be guarded against is the chauge of venue 
and the bridewell. Keep the money here—iet 
the city get its tie fines, and the Justice his 
fees, and the bondsman his and the

Some of the agents and brokers complained 
that the market was dull last week, and there 
were certainly few superficial evidences of 
activity. The transfer lists were not specially 
impressive, and important deals that have been 


‘talked about as if they were on the eve of con- 


summation hung fire. Old investors were of 
the opinion that the market for inside proper- 
ties had seen the top, and that the best fleid 
tor operations was outside holdings and acres. 
The advance in prices has been large and rapid, 
and the money market is inclined to harden, 
so there is much less difference bet ween the in- 
come of inside property and other forms of in- 
vestment titan there was a few 
months ago. This is a fact that 
Will have much weight with capitalists. 
Meanwhile the rise in buildings and lots a little 
out of the business centre has been small, and 
the few trades that have been made in acres 
have been at rates that would have looked 
ruinously low not many years ago. The mar- 
ket would seem to be in a stage of transition 
from inside to outside properties. There is 
still a very good demand for small lots by per- 
sons intending to build residences. The larger 
building schemes run mainly to hotels, apart- 
ment houses, and structures designed for the 
accommodation of agents for manufacturing 
concerns, ete. Several projectors of such en- 
terprises are looking at sites on Wabasb and 
Michigan avenues. There is aiso promise of 
considerable building activity in the wholesale 
quarter. 

There is still some trading in boulevard prop- 
erty, with more expected in the spring. Asale 
reported yesterday was 35 feet (180 deep) on 
the east side of Drexel. between Fortieth and 
Forty-first street, at $200 a front foot. 

Jerome P. Bowes & Co. have bought three 
acres of unimproved property at the corner ot 
Wallace and Forty-firsts streets for $10,000. 
It will be known as the Bowes & Cruickshank 
subdivision, and will be cut up into twenty-five 
lots. y report a steady demand, tor Town of 
Lake and Hyde Park property, and they look 
for quite a movement at Normal Park in the 
spring. 

ENTERPRISE IN THE WHOLESALE QUARTER. 

Now that the lots in the Board of Trade 
quarter available for building are about all 
taken up, ana Marshall Field has set the exam- 
ple, a number of important enterprises are on 
foot in whatis known as the wholesale dis- 
triot. Attention bas heretofore been called 
to the fine six-story structure erected by Con- 
rad Furst at the southeast corner of Franklin 
and Quincy streets. It is now occupied by a 
large clothing bouse and other tenants. Mr. 
Furst will in the spring carry out bis intention 
ot erecting a building on the adjvining lot at 


the corner of Franklin and Jackson. Three 
of the MeNeill heirs own the lot 
at the southeast corner of Market and 


Jackson, and they will put up on it in the 
spring a building, for which they have already 
secured tenants. The lot is just across Mar- 
ket street from the McCormick Building, and 
is one of the best locationsin thecity. It is 
99%%x178 feet. The adjoining lo. to the east, 
which with the McNeill property makes an en- 
tire block. belongs to the Boddie heirs and 
cannot be improved for the present on account 
of the legai status of the property. It is 136x 
99% feet. Kuh, Nathan & Fischer, clothing 
manufacturers, have bought a fifty-foot lot 
fronting easton Franklin street, about fifty 
feet north of Van Buren street, and will erect 
a building on it for their own use. This is the 
most southerly location that any large concern 
in the wholesale quarter has yet selected. 
Other building enterprises in that part of the 
city are under consideration, and there is every 
promise of activity there in the spring. There 
is considerable difference of opinion as to the 
value of lots in that section.

38, Hyde Park, and is thus situated in a choice 
district south of the city, seven and one-half 
miles from the Court-House. Not less than 
twenty-six passenger-trains (on the Fort 
Wayne and the Lake Sbore Roads) stop daily 
at its station, and the fare is about seven cents 
either way. A stone and pressed brick depot 
is being built in the centre of the town, 
with a little park adjoining it. By the 
boulevard system, which passes through 
the beart of Park Manor, one can drive from 
its depot to the Exposition Building inside of 
forty minutes, passing through Washington 
Park and along Grand and Michigan boule- 
vards and into the commercial centres of the 
city by short and pleasant routes. By May 1 
paved streets, shuded avenues, sidewalks, 
handsome buildings, and many other substan- 


tial improvements will greet the Visitor at Park 


Manor. Already (since Dec. 1 and in midwin- 
ter) over $100,000 worth of lots have been act- 
ually sold.
